TAFT RAPS WILD PEACE WOMEN 


Surprised President Pays Any Aitentiqn to Pro- 3 
German-Tinged Ravings of Hybrid “ Alice- 
in-Wonderland” Pacifists at Berne.

BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. | | 
The resolutions of the women’s world peace conference at Berne are 
easily explained. The conference ia made up of extreme pacifists, Germans 
and others, whose chief mental strength is in their powér to exclude facts 
from their consideration. If they do not approve facts, they ignore them. 


inevitable results. It only renders the conclusions of these intensive ideal- 
ists highly unimportant except in the research of psychological phe- 
nomena. 

“What does strain one’s credulity, however, is the report of the Presi- | 
dent's sympathetic and acquiescing answer to a telegram transmitting 
these resolutions. The resolutions smite, hip and thigh, the treaty with 
Germany, to which the President has given his formal and written assent. 
Germany is now called upon to sign the treaty by the powers which framed 
it. It is protesting against it and threatening to reject the terms, no qat- 
ter what happens. The Pope has intervened to ask mitigation’ of the 
terms. That at this time the President should allow it to be inferred that 
he thinks the Germans are justified in refusing to accede to the terms 
which, in case of refusal, he, as commander-in-chief of our army, is about 
join with our allies in forcing upon the Germans, is hard to believe. 
inference like this must strengthen the German purpose not to sign 
the treaty. An open expression of opinion like this is hard to reconcile 
with our obligation to our allies. We must hope that there is some mis- 
take in the report of the correspondent. 


And the attack upon the treaty with Germany is unwarranted. There 
is no violation as against Germany of the rule of self-determination re- 
ferred to in the fourteen points which a reasonable construction of those 
points does not justify as an exception. Thus, in that one of the points 
providing for the rehabilitation of the Polish nation out of the territories 
of which Russia, Prussia and Austria had robbed Poland, provision was 
made for giving the restored Poland access to the sea. How could this 
be done except by a corridor from the limits of Prussian Poland with 
Posen as its capital to Dansig on the Baltic? The part of the corridor] 
which is non-Polish is not large and full freedom of transit is allowed to 
Germans between their main territory and East Prussia, while Danzig 
is made a free city.’ Such a rule as that of self-determination is only a 
general one and is impossible of exact application. Moreover, in the case 
in hand, the recognized necessity for Polish access to the sea makes it 
inapplicable. In respect to East Prussia and Schleswig-Holstein, the issue 
is left to self-determination. 

In regard to the Saar Valley, the circumstances are extraordinary. 
Never in the history of warfare, modern or ancient, ‘has a belligerent 
planned and carried out so ruthless, so cruel a scheme of destruction and 
devastation of a country as Germany did in Northern France. It was Ger- 
many’s deliberate purpose to make that country, normally the heart of 
the industries of France, entirely unproductive for a long period. With 
fiendish ingenuity the Germans blew up and filled up the mines at Lens 
and eleewhere so that only after years of work can they be made useful ! 
again. Foreste and fruit trees came within their plan of annthilation, 
though no military exigency required it. They were looking far beyond 
the war. They were hoping permanently to destroy France's competition 
with them. It was contrary to the lews of war, contrary to the dictates 
of humanity. They anticipated a victory which should enable them to 
use this crippling of a competitor to the best commercial advantage. 


Can any but sublimated pacifists contend that the Germans who 
caused thie loss should not be made to repair it? At the instance of the 
Allies and with the consent of Mr. Wilson, the fourteen points as the 
basis of the armistice were modified by a requirement of full indemnity. 
Such a principle of common justice, of course, can have no place with 
these Alices in Wonderland at Berne, but it does appeal to the ordinary 
mind which uses its logical process with facts. 

Now, the damage inflicted by the Germans in this savage orgy of 
permanent destruction was so enormous that they cannot compensate for 
it in money. Therefore, the only course open is to secure to France, by 
reprisal, mines of Germany near at hand, from which France can in 
time recoup its loss. The Gaar Valley mines near the Franco-German | 
border offer the solution. It involves taking over a comparatively small | 
tract of German territory and a comparatively small number of German 
residents into the French jurisdiction for fifteen years, after which the 
ptinciple of self-determination is to apply, and then the inhabitants are) 
to determine which sovereignty they prefer. The excesses of the Ger- | 
mans compelled this solution. No better one has been suggested by which 


‘adequate indemnity can be secured for the specific otttrage on France. 


The minor departure from the rule of self-determination ia fully offset 
by the more controlling equity which German crime has created. 


The treaty requirements as to shipping, too, are only just reprisals 
for the inhuman end uniawful submarine warfare that the German navy 
waged against the shipping of the world with the full encouragement of 
the German people. The consequent destruction of the means of world 
transportation is an important factor in the present famished condition 
of many peoples. 

The Gérman government created and managed industrial trusts 
against the world. It. would be mest unfair to permit the resumption 
of this piratical course in eompetition with France and Belgium and other 
countries, whose industrial power has been thus permanently disabled. 
For these reasons the Allies imposed the restriction upon German methods 
of organization of its industrial production and trade, and the require- 
ment that the German government shall consent to an unburdened rail- 
way, freight and passenger transit from other countries into and through 
its territory. 


That the Berne pacifists should object to limitation on German 
armament would be logically at variance with their fundamental princi- 
ples. But logical sequence plays no part in their conclusions. They do 
object to the cutting down of Germany's military establishment. They 
ignore the fact that such reduction will secure reduction of the Allies’ 
armament by the eighth article of the league constitution.

ESCH BILL PLANS TO 
SOLVE WIRE PROBLEM. 


WASHINGTON, "24. —Incor- 
poration in the eclbeaend bill of pro- 
visions placing the telegraph 
telephone lines under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is planned by Repre- 
sentative Esch of Wisconsin, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

Mr. Esch is revising the railroad 
bill which he introduced in the last 
session. He intends to present it 
again next week. Before com- 
pleting the sections relating to the 
telegraph and telephone lines he 1s 
awaiting the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case involving 
the rate-making authority of Post- 
master-General Burleson. 

Experts of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission have been con- 
sulted by Mr. Esch in drafting the 

provisions relating to the tele- 
graph and telephone lines. 

“It seems to me that in turning 
the wires back to their owners it is 
advisable to have some government 
agency given authority over them,” 
said Mr. Esch today. “These com- 
panies deal in interstate commerce 
and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is properly the y which 
should be given autho over the 
rates.”’

FROM COAST TO COAST.

NEW YORK, May 24.—wNational 
headquarters, which the Phi Gam- 
ma Delta Fraternity has decided to 
erect in this city, will serve not only 
as “an altar ‘of memory” to mem- 
bers of the Greek Letter Society, 
who died in the war, but as “an 
altar of inspiration,” declared Sec- 
retary of War Baker in an address 
here tonight. 
The dinner at which Mr. Baker 
spoke was one of thirty held by 
members of the fraternity frum 
coast to coast. As soon as he be- 
gan speaking word was flashed to 
the other banquet hails and simu!- 
taneously copies of his address were 
read to the other diners. 
Referring not only to the 7000 
“Fijies,”” who enlisted for the war. 
but to other soldiers, sailors and 
marines, whether college men or 
not, Mr. Baker extolled Americans. 
who had done their duty “whatever 
the cost.” 

“The great American army on 

land and sea is our common 
possession and our common 
pride,”’ said Mr. Baker. “‘Amer- 
ica is not only a greater nation 
by reason of devotion of her 
mingled sons, but she is more 
self-conscious, she knows of new 
strength and counts more con- 
fidently upon her future, be- 
cause of the qualities which 
she has discovered in the men 
and women born and reared 
under her institutions.

IS SUMMARIZED. 


(Continued from First Page.) 
bilities of the city’s big business on 
his hands, Mayor Woodman has not 
failed to provide for the protection 
of public health and the establish- 
ment of recreation centers. 


Mayor Woodman’s championship 
of the plan to establish public 
swimming pools resulted in the 
building of the first of these pools 
in Exposition Park. Two pools, 
40x125 feet each, with a wading 
pool between, were constructed in 
the park and a few days ago the 
city executive declared he will see 
that pools are built in every section 
of the city. 

In stressing the importance of ex- 
panding recreation centers and im- 
proving them, Mayor Woodman as- 
serted that this department of city 
government must be given every at- 
tention and consideration as the cen- 
ters are a large factor in creating 
stalwart bodies eliminating 
physical slackers. 

It was the extensive and compre- 
hensive provision to safeguard the 
public health that gave Los Ange- 
els, it is stated, such a low. death 
rate, as compared to other cities, in 
the recent epidemic of influenza, Al- 
though the city’s death rate went 
up, the epidemic was quickly over- 
come and during the year the deaths 
from typhoid fever were decreased 
materially and infant mortality was 
lower than the previous -: year. 

The health department has safe- 
guarded the city’s milk supply, has 
improved the nursing system, and a 
number of new hospitals have been 
established. 

IN POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Mayor Woodman looks with satis- 
faction upon the improved condli- 
tions in the police department. 
Handicapped by the call to service 
of 15 per cent. of the numerical 
strength of the force, the police de- 
partment set a new record for ef- 


ficiency. Los Angeles leads in traf- 


fic regulations, in the number of ar- 
rests for gambling, disorderly house- 
keeping and other forms of vice. 
The police war squad established 
here was a ploneer organization that 
was copied by many other large 


cities, and the pawnshop squad of 


the detective bureau was an innova- 
tion that resulted in the recovery of 
more property taken by burglars 
and other criminals. 

Among the other accomplishments 
of his administration were the estab- 
lishment of the Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ Welfare Committee, which sent 
our boys away with a smile, and the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Replacement 


Bureau, which welcomed the boys 


home and found them jobs. 


Mayor Woodman is one of the 


strongest proponents of the.plan to 
build a civic center in which to 
house all the many city departments.

GIVES FACTS TO 


a great deal of criticiem of the “Y,” ) 
and inasmuch as most of this criti- 
Clem arises from our conduct of the 


exchange, it seems fitting that 
I should give you a few facts and 
figures in regard to that department 
that will enable you to answer our 
critics. 

In the first place, let me define 
the word post exchange. In the 
old days, before Americans came to 
Europe to fight to “make the world 
safe for democracy” the post ex- 
change was a retail store, conducted 
by company officers for the sale of 
goods to soldiers. The post ex- 
change was a self-supporting in- 
stitution. The Quartermaster De- 
partment, under our law, is com- 
pelied to sell for cost, and usually 
the post exchanges have sold Quar- 
termaster articles at cost, but in ad- 
@ition to these articles they have 
sold other articles at enough profit 
to enable them to carry the overhead 
expenses, and usually they accumu- 
lated a fund which was used for the 
entertainment of the men. 


TO RENDER SERVE E. 
Our commander-in-chief had ex- 
actly this in mind when he suggest- 
ed that the Y.M.C.A. conduct post 


exchanges for the A.E.F. All the 
correspondence in reference to our 
assuming this function indicated 
Clearly that we were not to lose 
money because of the operation of 
the post exchanges. 

The post exchange is an army 
function, and it was turned over to 
the Y.M.C.A. because the army 
needed every officer and man for the 
more important duties of training 
and fighting. By general order No. 
$8 the Y.M.C.A. is directed to main- 
tain post exchanges in whatever 
points there are American soldiers. 
It didn’t make any difference how 
dangerous the location might be, 
how great were the difficulties of 
transportation, how meager was our 
supply of personnel; the duty was 
laid upon us to render to the boys 


the service comprehended by the | 


term 


post exchange. 
Im the case of the other welfare 


organizations. they use their own 
discretion about opening canteens. 
There was a great difference in the 
obligation incurred by the Y.M.C.A., 
and the other welfare organizations. 
The army depended upon us, but 
permitted the other organizations to 
do so in their”° own discretion. It 
was not possible for us to select the 
easy or spectacular places in which 
to function. We had to follow the 
boys to the front-line trench and we 
did this to the best of our ability. 

When we agreed to take over the 
post exchanges it was understood 
that the quartermasters would dis- 
continue the retail sale of supplies, 
but they did not stop selling them, 
but, rather, increased the number 
of their retail sales stores, and, as 
they were selling for exact factory 
cost in the United States and we 
were selling for our cost in France 
with freight and insurance from the 
United States added, it made a very 
great difference in the selling price, 
notwithstanding the fact that we 
were both selling at cost. 


VARIATION IN PRICE. 


It was this variation in the sell- 
ing price between our canteens and 
those of the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment that started the criticism of 
the Y.M.C.A. 

When this criticism became acute 
the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the army officers, with 
the result that the army agreed to 
give space in the transport ships or 
to supply us from quartermaster 
stores and from the time this agree- 
ment went into effect we changed 
our prices to meet those of the quar- 
termaster and from then until the 
end of the operation of the post 
— our prices have been iden-

When you hear men 
say that the Y.M.C.A. has failed, 
tell them what I have told you to- 
day.

AS TO INDEMNITIES. 


“In fixing indemnities the actual 
capacity of a state gt the moment 
should not be considered. Besides 
a large immediate payment, annual 
installments spread over a long pe- 
riod could be arranged. France 
would be helped in making them by 
decreasing her budget of naval and 
military appropriations, the reduc- 
tion to be imposed in the peace 
treaty bel such as would enable 
her to sell substantial sums to 
Germany.

RED CROSS FLOUR IS 
AT STARTING POINT.

D. McGilvray, Potentate of Islam 
Temple of San Fiancisco, has just 
received the famous “Shriners’ Red 
Cross Sack of Four,” started in Is- 
lam Temple in May, 1917, by His- 
torian Clarence F. Pratt. The sack 
has traveled 35,000 miles and visited 
fourteen States, including Ohio, Ala- 
bama, Iowa, Montana, Virginia, 
Wyoming, New Jersey, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, Tennessee, Michi- 
gan; the flour was sold in Honolulu, 


twice on the Pacific and in 
California sales vere held in San 
Francisco, Oakland, Fresmo and 
Santa Rosa. 


The sack of flour has been sold 
twenty-three times in fourteen 
States, with an aggregate sale of 
$134,612.84 which hag been turned 
over to the Red Cross. 

The largest sale was held the 
Oklahoma Shriners, their tota) being 
$86,675, and Islam Temple at San 
Francisco was second, with §28,- 
701.25. Oklahon.a’s challenge to 
every temple in North America to 
pass their high mark was never 
met. | 
The flour was booked and routed 
like a traveling theatrical company, 
and on account of the long jumps 
the sack had to make to accom- 
modate the different Shriners’ meet- 
ings and ceremonials, it was neces- 
sary to do all tlhe booking by tele- 
graph from San Fian-isco. 

The sack was lost two weeks when 
it made the journey from Wyoming 
to New Jeisey, ut finally arrived 
at the Shrine Temple at Trenton one 
hour before the sale. 

Since the first sale in May 1917, 
Potentate McGilvray and  Hile- 
torian Pratt have spent on an aver- 
age of one hour per day watching 
and plannirg the different sales of 
the sack. 

At Honolulu, the island Shriners 
wove a lauhala covering around the 
commercial cover ne of the flour; at 
Helena, Mont., the nobles of Algeria 
Temple placed a kin over the

LONDON, May 1.—Since the re- 
turn of the Prince of Wales from the 
army in France, he h been un- 
usually active in acquiring first-hand 
‘information on many subjects, and 
in royal circles he is referred to as 
“the Prince who learns things ‘or 
himself.” 

He is said to have brought back 
from France the unconvention:fl 
manner he acquired in his associa- 
tion with the troops of all ranks. The 
Prince rises at 7 o'clock each day, 
and when there are no public en- 
gagements on his programme he 
plays racqueta, of which he is ecx- 
ceedingly fond. 


DIRIGIBLES IN WAR. . 


Report of a United States 
Engineer. 


The report of a United States en- 
gineer, who was a member of the 
mission sent to the Allied countries 
to study airship construction, con- 
tains many points of vital interest 
to America in regard to this country’s 
proposed aerial programme for the 
future. The officer, whose name, for 
good reasons, must be withheld, 
points out, among other things, that 
in the event of a possible future 
war with a foreign nation, America 
would be practically helpless with- 
out an adequate aefial fleet, no mat- 
ter how large and strong might be 
our army and our navy. “Four years 
ago,” declares the officer, “New York 
was ten days from Hamburg and 


defended forever, so long as the navy 
was not defeated, Now Chicago is 
only three days from Berlin and can 
be defended only by an air force— 
and, for our best interest, the battle 
should take place over enemy ter- 
ritory.” The report proves that the 
dirigible is not a successful war in- 
strument, except for long distance 
observation, unless it can be pro- 
tected from planes by other planes 
or filled with non-inflammable gas. 
The practical job found for the 
airship in the war was its use in 
scouting and. conveying, for the side 
whiyh controlled the against 
subil.arine attack. The day of the 
armistice found England, France and 
Italy engaged in building various 
forms of airships for naval use and 
with a growing realization of the 
possibilities of the larger airships 
in aerial navigation. This war will 
go down in history as the beginning 
of warfare in the. third dimension, 
and no longer will we have a line 
of defense, but a surface of deense. 
Obviously the nation which develops 
the pleasure and commercial use of 
airshaps to the greatest extent is, tn 
the long run, going to provide for 
its military needs at the lowest cost 
and be best prepared to rapidly in- 
crease its air force in time of need. 
As, tn the past, the nation with 
the best army could gain over an 
enemy of greater population and re- 
sources, and the nation with the best 
navy-could take almost entire com- 
mand of the sea, so, in the future, 
the nation which has a great pre- 
ponderance of air power will hold 
at its mercy all nations, no matter 
how powerful they may be on land 
and sea. The question for our 
country to decide is: Shall we be that

@o not know. For months the 
nurses worked in isolated groups, 
perhaps of three or four, in the con- 
tagious wards, and at the same time 
they were in quarantine and could 
not go out of the hospitals.” 

It was Miss Gordon who first gtart- 
ed what was known as the sh 
ping service for nurses. Early in the 
war she found that one of the most 
practical services she might offer the 
nurses was to shop for them. Much 
of her time was therefore spent in 
buying the little things the girls 
needed, and could not get, because 
they were either too far from sup- 
plies or were unable to long 
enough leave to purchase for them- 
sedves. The secretaries in the huts 
aleo were ready at all hours of the 
day and night fo sive hot chocolate 
and hot coffee tea to the nurses 
when they stopped their service 
even for a few moments’ rest. Tt 
was not an uncommon thing for the 
Y.W.C.A, secretaries sta- 
tioned just at the foot of the steps 
leading from the ward, tray in 
hand, awaiting the tired girls as they 
left wards. Music and various sorts 
of entertainment of an tnformal na- 
ture were furnished in the huts. Dur- 
ing the war there were thirty-two of 
these nurses huts operated in France 
by secretaries of the Y.W.CA.

It is true that, on account of 
weather conditions, Read missed his 
objective point by about 200 miles. 
having intended to land at Ponta 
Delgada, on St. Michael Island, in- 
stead of on Fayal Island— but, even 
at that, Read made a better guess 
than 414 Columbus, who started out 
for India and, missing India by sev- 
eral thousand miles, succeeded only 
in discovering a new continent. 

Perhaps, if Christopher coyld 
have looked straight down, instead 
of straight ahead, he would not 
have made such a stupendous blund- ! 
er. Be that as it may, the Azores 
have been discovered anew, and this 
time by an American. However, let 
us frankly admit that the honor of 
discovering the archipelago is due 
to Prince Don Henrico, third son of 
King John the First, of Portugal. 
The discovery of Phoenician coins 
on the Island of Corvo indicates 
that the Azores were visited in the 
distant past by Carthaginian traders. 


, It is said, also, that the Azores ap- 


pear on the maps of the mediaeval 
Arabian geographers and on an Ital- 
fan map of 1351. However, if the 
Phoenicians, Arabs and Italians did 
discover the Azores they didn’t do 
much about it, and to Prince Hen- 
rico must go the credit of really 
“putting them on the map.” Early 
in the fifteenth century the Portu- 
Zuese, and navigators of other na- 
tionalities had explored the Made!l- 
ras, the Canaries and a large part of 
the African coast, and Prince Hen- 
rico, being an ambitious vouth, one 
morning informed his father that he 
wished to explore the Atlantic to the 
westward of Portugal. There being 
ao special war on at the time, no 
uprisings to quell and no other par- 
ticular business to attend to, King 
John told his son to go ahead and 
esplore to his heart's content. 
EXPLORATION. 


Tfenrico discovered Santa Maria. 
August 15, 1432, naming the tsland 
in honor of the Holy Virgin, because 
he had landed there on St. Mary's 
feast day. The other islands of the 
Sroup, although so near to one an- 
other, were not found until about 
1460. The islands, when first dis- 
covered. were uninhabited, and the 
appellation of Azores was given to 
them later by the Portuguese explor- 
ers, who, noting the vast number of 
hawks which flew about the islands, 
applied the distinctive epithet, ‘‘Il- 
hos dos Acores,”” meaning, literally, 
JIslands of the Hawks.” Ever since 
they were discovered, the Azores 
have been ifn possession of Portu- 
gal—partiy through the right of dis- 
covery and partly. perhaps, be- 
Cause no other nation or coalition 
of nations has thought it worth 
while to contend for them. The 
archipelago is situated in the midst 
of the Atlantic, extending over 400 
miles from about latitude 237 dex., 
to 49 deg. north, and from longitude 
25 to 81 deg. west. To make the 
position of the islands clearer, thev 
are about 1200 miles southeast of 
Newfoundland, and approximately 
809% miles directly weet of Lisbon. 
Excluding the uninhabited reefs, the 
Azores are divided into three groups, 
as follows: the southeastern group, 
consisting of St. Michael, area 297 
square miles; Santa Maria, with For- 
migos, 49 square miles. Central 
group: Pico, area 176 square miles; 
Terceira. 223 square miles: Sao 
Jorge, 40 square miles; Fayal, 64 
square miles: Graciosa, 18 square 
miles. Northwestern group: Flores, 
57 equare miles: Corvo, 7 square 
miles. The total area is 922 square 
miles. The archipelago, governed 
by a Portuguese captain-general, is 
divided into three distri@ts, these be- 
ing the Angra de Heroismo, the Hor- 
ta and the Ponta Delgada. 

The population of the Azores is 
about 245,000, the number of inhab- 
ftants having changed but little tn 
the last century, and. if anything, 
having diminished. This fact I!s 
probably due more to various po- 
litical and social conditions than to 
climatic. agricultural and other con- 
ditions of the islands. Tn the early 
dave, the Portuguese literally 
“raised cane” on the islands, and 
established a large sugar trade with 
England and other countries. To-

Brazil and other South American 
countries, Portugal rather dis- 
couraged production in the Azores 
in order to aid her colonists in 
South America. 

THEIR WINES. 


With the sugar and tobacco trade

began the cultivation of the vine 
and the making of wine and other 


liquors became one of the chief in- 
dustries of the islands. A word to 
the wets should be sufficient.

The 
Flemi#h people, by the way, claim 
that navigators of their race were 
the firat to have sighted the islands.

The settlement of the 
Azores and agricultural development 
there have been impeded by the 
unequal distribution of land and the 
consequent emigration of the land- 
leas population to British Guinea, 
Brazil and the West Indies. The 
climate and soll of the Azores are 
such that almost anything in the 
lines of fruits and vegetables can be 
produced, the best agricultural] is- 
lands betng St. Michael, Graciosa 
and Favyal. Among the principal 
crops are oranges, lemons and pine- 
apples. Wine. brandy, pulse. linen, 
grains and beef are also among the 
exports; among the chief imports

While 
America is preparing for forelgn 
trade,'it would be Well fer the en- 
terprising merchant not to ignore 
the Azores. True, there are only 
few safe seaharbors, among the 
best being Horta, on Fayal, and An- 
gra, on Terceira—but with the com- 
ing of aerial commerce “harbors” 
can be established almost anywhere. 
Following the discovery of the 
islands by Henrico, they were occu- 
pied by the Portuguese under G. 
Vv. Cabral (whose full name cannot 
be given here for lack of space.) 
Although for many years the gov- 


ernment was in that state ribed 
by Hamlet to Denmark, cohdftions 
have been steadily, though slowly 


improving. Formerly the grain, 
pulse and other products shipped 
to Portugal (independent of that

The soil is rich, as in 
all voleanic countries, the whole 
range of the archipelago *evidently 
being of recent submarine forma- 
tion, symptoms of which are noted 
by the geologist, at every step, in 
surface conditions which bear marks 
of having been formed by the vio- 
lent agency of fire.

The vicinity of the sea, united 
to the mountainous elevation of the 
general surface of the land, and the 
incessant absorption of humidity, 
induced by the voleanic nature of 
the soll, tends to temper the ex- 
treme ardor of the sun. The rainy 
season lasts about sixty days in the 
year. 


wild beasts or venomous reptiles, 
fish of all kinds are plentiful, the 
blackbirds, thrushes and canaries 
sing from morning to night and the 
tropical verdure, combined with the 
majestic mountains and fine views 
of the splashing sea, render the 
Azores a most fascinating resort. 
The flora resemble those of old 
Spain, and of the 478 species found 
on the islands, 400 are of Euro- 
pean origin—another proof that the 
Azores are comparatively new in 
their formation and that vegetation 
found its way thither on the wings 
of the winds. 

The highest volcanic summit on 
the islands is Pico Alto, on Pico 


Island. This peak is 7612 feet 
above sea level. Seé it from an air- 
plane!

EDUCATIONAL, 


The most important § annual 
budget of recent years for tha Uni- 
versity of California has just been 
approved by the Regents, upon rec- 
ommendation of President Benjamin 
I. Wheeler. Salaries of, professors 
and instructors, by the becommen- 
dations of President Wheeler, were 
materially increased. The sappro- 
priation by the recent session of 
the Legislature, providing $75,000 
for special] increases In salaries and 
the normal salary increases, which 
total approximately $20,000, made 
a total of $105,000, which was dis- 
tributed among 318 members of the 
faculty of the university. The sal- 
ary levels fixed by the Regents do 
not wholly meet the problem of in- 
creased cost of living nor the com- 
petitive salaries offered in other 
fields of activity, yet, in general, the 
new increases tend to relieve the 
distress and to make possible the 
retention of many professors who 
were considering the necessity of 
leaving the teaching profession. 


The French department at Vas- 
ear College announces two new 
members for next vear, Dr. Gertrude 
Shepperle, who will come as aa- 
sistant professor, and M. Oscar 
Imer, who will be instructor on the 
Cushing - Underwood Foungation. 
Dr. Shepperle is a graduate of Wel- 
lesley College, whose afivanced work 
was done at Radcliffe and in the 
University of Paris, where she spent 
several years holding important 
American fellowships. Mr. Imer 
taught French for five veara in the 
Syrian Protestant College in Reirut 
and is now master of French in the 
Hill School, Pennsvivania. 


The summer seasion of Roston 
University will open on Wednesday, 
July 2, and will extend through Sat- 
urday, August 23. The courses will 
run from $ a.m. to &§ p.m. Nearly 
all of the courses in the College of 
Business Administration are offered 
in the evening, between the hours 
of 5:20 and 7:30. The session has 
heen lengthened from six weeks to 
eight, and will hereafter rank ag 
half a semester, thus making it pos- 
sible for students to receive their 
degree in three years of continuous 
attendance. Students who graduate 
from high school in June may ma- 
triculate at once in the summer ses- 
sion and accumulate points 
toward the 120 required Yor a de- 
gree. The number of courses of- 
fered is sixty-one, an increase of 
three over the previous year. The 
faculty numbers thirty-four. 


The fear that Yale's decision to 
admit students without Latin might 
have the effect of undermining the 
bachelor of arts degree is proven 
groundless by the announcement 
from the university that men who 
do not offer an ancient language 
for admission and do not take it in 
college will receive the bachelor of 
philosophy, and not the bachelor of 
arts degree. The Ph. RB. was for- 
merly given in the Sheffield School 
to those students who took the so- 
called select course. Now that the 
select course has been abolished and 
the Sheff course made four years 
in length, the men who graduate 
from the scientine department will 
al] be given the science degree. 

The year book of the University 
of Southern California shows 
trations for 1918-19 in the different 
colleges as follows: Liberal Arts, 
$103; Physicians and Surgeons, 108; 
Law, 273: Dentistry, 178: Theoilo- 
gy, 33; Pharmacy, 56; Music, 2438; 
Oratory, 205. Forty-six students 
took work in the fine arts and 1385 
were enrolled in the high school 
department, making a net total reg- 
istration of 3969, after deducting 
names counted twice.

WOMAN TALKS. 


National Suffrage and _ the 
Mayoralty Contest in Los 
Angeles. 


BY MYRA NYE. 


National suffrage for women is as 
surely coming as tomorrow morn- 
ing. The time oi its coming can- 
not be so certainly foretold. There 
is, though, strong indication that the 
last defense trefiches against it may 
be taken the first week in June. 

Wednesday, May 2ist, the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment resolution 
passed the House of Representatives 
304 to eighty-nine, forty-two more 
votes t the required two-thirds. 
In January, 1918, this amendment 
carried in the lower House by the 
exact number of votes necessary. 
The recent victory is a decided ad- 
vance. 

But the Senate has twice defeated 
it. The first part of June, very 
likely coincident in time with the 
election in Los Angeles for mayor, 
the Senate will reconsider the reso- 
lution. It requires no ebullition of 


imagination to make at least a par- |) 


tial deduction. : 

Arnold Bennett that shah among 
novelists of realism, very early in 
his literary career, resolved that 
there should never be in his fiction 
“anything out of the way that might 
bring the blush of shame to the 
modesty of Nature,” no ingenious 
combinations, no dramatic surprises, 
and above all no coincidences par- 


iticularly of time. 
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Coincidence is 
so in plumb with life it seems un- 
real in fiction. Actually it happens 
every day. Your newspaper will 
tell you so at the breakfast table. 

The coincidence of Los Angeles 
women constituting an object les- 
son to their country in their choice 
of a mayor at the same time that 
suffrage may be approved by the 
Senate, is not the first time that 
the mayoralty contest in Los An- 
geles has proved the mettle of the 
women electors, No sooner had 
California women secured the vote 
some eight years ago than the wom- 
en of this city were put to the test 
in a most trying way. Socialism, 
even anarchy, nad gained strong- 
holds that seriously threatened the 
political integrity of the city. 

At that time during the campaign 
it was feared by the conservative 
that Los Angeles women in the ar- 
cana of their new power would be 
caught by the “glittering generali- 
ties” by the artificial altruism of 
Socialistic theorites—theories that in 
no measure fitted the actual prac- 
tice. Quietly, unostentatiously, with 
no hint of hysteria the women cast 
their votes in that hotly-contested 
election for mayor. They were ex- 
ercising their franchise for the first 
time. They were the deciding ele- 
ment Socialism was then defeated. 
It has not since showed itseif with 
any degree of strength.

The happy distinction between 

science and art lies in the fact that, | 
whereas science can claim a little 
knowledge. art, which belongs as 
much to the abstract as to the con- 
crete world, can and does claim any- 
thing and everything it pleases. 
Science may often be mistaken, but 
it has the advantage of knowing 
that art cannot disprove its claims. 
On the other hand, art may always 
be “in error” and yet it smiles, be- 
cause, in the absence of a criterion 
of certainty, science can never dis- 
qualify it as one of life’s witnesses. 
Science, while definitesin its mani- 
festations, must still remain miser- 
ably indefinite in its final explana- 
tions. Art, while depending for its 
appeal on its suggestions of un- 
known quantities and qualities, 
chooses its own definitions and re- 
joices in its conclusions. The claim 
to be made in this article is that all 
arts——literary, musical, pictorial and 
terpsichorean—are one in essence, 
the apparent differences arising from 
variations in the vibrations of sub- 
stance and in the intellectual qual- 
ity and attitude of persons who 
sense their influence. 

Science, while admitting fts ig- 
norance concerning the principle of 
life itself, declares that it has dis- 
covered no difference in the proto-: 
Plasm of various forms in and 
through which life manifests. 
Furthermore, many scientists say 
that the only difference between or- 
ganized and unorganized matter is 
simply a difference of complexity in 
chemical construction. Science goes 
still further and claims that all mat- 
ter is composed of one essence and 
that the difference in the weights, 
sizes, forms and colors of substance 
is due to the variations in the num- 
ber, placement and density of the 
units of which particulars are com- 
posed. In all this, of course, science 
not only does not attempt to explain 
life, but it fails to give any satisfac- 
tory definition of the smallest par- 
ticle of matter. Being unable to 
trace an atom to its source or to 
divide a particle of matter tg infini- 
tude, science has never tually 
proved the existence of matter (as 
distinguished from spirit) and falls 
back on such ambiguous expressions 
as “units of force,”” because it is 
staggered by such words as “trans- 
cendentalism,” “cosmic unity” and 
other terms that at least have the 
virtue of summarizing the unknown 
and positing the possibility of a 
knower. 

The foregoing is an argument to 
prove the point I wish to make con- 
cerning the unity of the arts. Grant- 
ing science to be correct in its theory 
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them great satisfaction. All 
which was prophesied here in Los 
Angeles, twelve years ago. “modern”

While His Majesty inflicted his 
costly presence upon the nobles and 
rich officials of Berlin and Pots- 
dam according to his whims and 
preferences for society, his visits 
to the hunting-grounds of friends in 
all parts of Germany were matters 
of routine, as he looked upon the 
use of the country’s preserves in the 
old feudal sense: ag his sovereign 
right. 

Whoever, prince or private. enter- 
tained the Kaiser to a shooting

When His Majesty went to # 
shooting, he seldom stayed longer 
than two days, the cost of his en- 
tertainment being hetween forty and 
fifty thousand marks (eight to ter 
thousand dollars,) and one nee 
but glance at the preparations on 
the host's part to appreciate the 
cost of the outlay, which, more- 
over, was vastly larger at the first 
visit. 


Prussian grandees, you must know, 
were, as a general thine. quite inno- 
cent of sanitary arrangements, and 
often several rooms had to be en- 
tirely rebuilt and furnished with 
running water before His Majesty 
would set foot in the house. 

Now, an unsophisticated reader 
might think that to plead old-fash- 
fonedness would scare away Wil- 
liam, but that ie a miscalculation.

Mark Twain Saw the Humor. 
“Mark Twain has written many 


funny things about the German and 
his tub, or the absence of the lat- 
ter,” said Court-marshal Count 
Eulenburg, to me, after meeting she 
American humorist at a dinner 
given by the late Gen. Verdy du 
Vernols; “but he could surpass him- 
self if I were free to give him only 
part of the correspondence I have 
had with our nobility on the sub- 
ject of providing bathing facilities 
for His Majesty. How they struggle 
and twist and squirm against the 
introduction of this novelty, which, 
they claim, would destroy the har- 
monious appearance of rooms that 
for hundreds of years were un- 
touched by the mode. One gentle- 
man in the province of Prussia, tried | 
to evade the obnoxious obligation 
by suggesting that he dared not of- 
fer His Majesty a bath after one 
night’s journey, as it involved the 
insinuation of dirtness on his 
guest's part.” 

Besides his bath, Wilhelm insisted 
upon most luxurious bedroom fur- 
nishings, the carpeting throughout 
of country residences, a four-in- 
hand aid, a chef from some famous 
Berlin or Paris restaurant or hotel.

For the Kaiser himself and his 
titled friends, the caterers sent their 
choicest wares beforehand, all the 
delicacies of the seuson, and the 
next to follow; under the load of 
mighty barrels branded in many 
languages, groaned the ancient cel- 
lar beds of oaken beams, and mys- 
terlous bottles with dirty labels told 
of old vintages and lynx-eyed con- 
noisseurs. 

And what said William to this 
splendig hospitality, this lavish ex- 
penditure for his benefit? 

If everything went according to 
programme, if game was plentiful, 
the weather fitie, his bath and the 
cooking better than at his own 
house, he would remark, on leaving: 
“Be assured Madame,” or ———— 
(naming the host without prefix of 
courtesy or title,) “I have enjoyed 
myself; and if one thing gave me 
more pleasure than the other, it was 
the fact that you made no fuss, 
asked the haiser to take pot-luck 
with you, so to speak.

“Miners are paid every two weeks. 
I would pay them on the basis of 
the price of coal, received at the 
mine, for that period. When the 
price increased, earnings would iIn- 
crease. When the price fell, earn- 
ings would fall. That you say 
might be unsatisfactory to the min- 
ers. And unfair as well as unprof- 
itable. 
WAGES AND WORK SURE. 
“But wait a moment. I would 
guarantee a minimum price for 
every day’s work. Say, by way of 
illustration, that it was $2.50. Then, 
no matter how low the price of coal 
might go, the miner would be as- 
sured that his earnings could not 
fall below the sum promised. He 
would be certain of a fixed amount 
at the end of every two weeks, oe 
matter how great the decline migh 
be In coal prices. 
“Moreover, the tee would 
stance, that a miner would receive 
$2.50 a day, no matter what hap- 
pened, for a yearly period of 220 
days, with an assured number of 
working days In every month.

LOS ANGELES, May 22.—I[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Simply 
take off car lines from Spring street 
and from Fifth’ street, carrying 
Fifth on over Normal Hill into West 
Side—making boulevard arteries 
north to south and east to west 
through center of city. i 
_ Campare Michigan avenue, Chi- 
cago and Fifth avenue, New York. 

Watch a dozen or fifteen autos 
crawl over a crossing, single file by 
the side of street cars and dodging 
pedestrians, and note the time it 
takes. 

Now visualize the difference if 
the autos could cross three or even 
two abreast in both directions, 
without the interference of street 
ears and pedestrians. 

Then note how expert Fifth ave- 
nue police are in opening the block 
at the proper interval to a¢gcommo- 
date-the opening of the street above 
and below. 

The opening of New High street 
‘would give direct access to Sunset 
boulevard and to North Broadway. 

Boulev ing Spring street would 
give a Wonderful opening for the 
Temple civic center, Courthouse and 
postoffice. 

Tt would perhaps be necessary to 
prevent all parking on these boule- 
vards.

These 
men are the big doers of things in 
the financial and industrial world. 
They talk in millions. In @ great 
many cases their inspection of the 
fields is preliminary to the purchase 
of oi] land holdings. Among the 
number are many wha have not 
heretofore been identified with the 
oll industry. 

The Sinclair Gulf Company, the 
Cosden Company and the -mpire 
Gas and Fuel Company are prepar- 
ing to make thorough tests of the 
producing’ possibilities of the shal- 
low fields of Brown and Coleman 
counties, where there are emanvy wells 
of small outputs. Deep drilling is 
to be done in a number of localities 
with the view of determining 
whether any really paying pools ex- 
ist in that part of Centra! West 
Texas. 

Noted geologists by the score are 
now in Texas. Practically every 
large oil company has a staff of 
these experts who upon the 
geological formations of the different 
localities where drilling is to be 
done. It is the expressed opinion 
of these men that the wildcat oil- 
well drilling will continue to. be an 
alluring game in Texas for the next 
ten or fifteen years. During that 
period many may be discovered and 
exploited, these geologists say. 

Salt water has become a trouble- 
some and injurious factor of the in- 
dustry in some of the Gulf Coast 
fields. Just when it was thought the 
Hull fleld might be develope. into 
a big producing proposition. salt 
water made its appearance in the 
well of the Texas Company which 
was brought in several ago 
with an initial production of 5000 
barrels a day.

PLAN GRAND PARADE. 
OF VICTORIOUS. ARMY. 


JULY 14, NATIONAL FETE DAY 
OF FRANCE, Is DATE THAT 
HAS BEEN SELECTED 


(BY A P. CORRESPONDENCE. | 

PARIS, April 18.—France’s na- 
tional fete day, the fourteenth of 
July. will witness scenes of pa- 
triotic fervor probably unparalleled 
in the history of the republic, for 
that is the date provisionally agreed 
upon as most appropriate for the 
grand march of the _ victorious 
French army through the streets of 
the capital. 

The programme is already begin- 
ning to assume definite shape. The 
route will be from the Porte Mail- 
lot. at the main entrance to the 
Bois de Boulogne, through the Arc 
de Triomphe. along the Avenue des 
Champs ‘Elysees, thé Place de la 
Concorde and the Rue de Rivoli to 
the Place de la Republique, a dis- 
tance of some eight miles. 

The general outlines of the 
scheme of decorations have been ar- 
ranged by a body called the French 
Federation of Mobilized Artists of 
the War 1914-1918, and a festival 
committee of forty, appointed by M. 
Laferre, Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, has approved the scheme sub- 
mitted. 

At the Porte Maillot, between 
huge pylons, tribunes will be erect- 
ed where the city fathers will wel- 
come the heroes of Verdun and the 
Marne. Along the ‘Avenue Ge la 
Grande Armee, decorative plaques 
will commemorate battles, the names 
of which are household words 
throughout the world. 

No superfluous decoration will mar 
the architéctural beauty of the Arc 
de Triomphe, but the vast circus 
where twelve noble avenues con- 
Verge will be made into one vast 
ampitheatre for thousands of spec- 
tators. 

Decked with a profusion.of flowers 
and flags. the Averue des Champs 
Elysees will no doubt offer a magni- 
ficent spectacle. A monument rep- 
resenting the League of Nations, 
symbolizing Victory and Peace, will 
be erectea on the Terrasse des 
Fulllants, while half way, at the 
Rond Point, another monument will 
recall the glorious dead, resurrected 
and joining in the triumph of the 
living. 

The Luxor obelisk, on the Place de 
la Concorde, will form the center of 
an immense decorative scheme, ex- 
tending to the famous statues rep- 
resenting the chief cities of France. 
The decoration of the other streets 
through which the pageant will pass, 
will be left in the hands of the au- 
thorities of the different city wards. 

Regret is felt in some quarters 
that bv July so many of the actual 
participants in the great battles 
will have been demobilized. This 
will, however, not detract from the 
fervant homage that will be pald to 
the colors of the famous French 
regiments which covered themselves 
with glory.

SOFT DRINKS 


FOR SUMMER.} 


They Have Real Food Value 
if Properly Made. 


But may not be Prepared in 
a Sanitary Manner. 


Results of Investigations by 
Bureau of Chemistry. 


Department of Agriculture News Letter.’ 

Have you any idea what things are 
in tue bottled soit drinks you con- 
sume-—those three billion botiles 
that, unhampered after July 1 next 
by strong competition, may grow 
te more billions? 

Well, some contain ene thing. 
feme anrther but all contain water, 
Naver, sweetening, and carbon di- 
oxidé gas. Those four things are 
the basic essentials of a bottled soft 
drink. There is likely to be some 
coloring matter and there may ve 
an acid—us.ally either the citris 
acid found in lemons or tartaric +211 
found in grapes, though #*ometimes 
mineral acids are used. Frequent- 
ly there is a condiment, such as red 
pepper, cinnamon, alispice, cloves, 
or nutmeg. There is almost certain- 
ly a trace of aleohol. And that just 
about covers what is likely to be 
found in soft drinks, according to 
specialists in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, United States Department of 


Agriculture. 
The flavors used for soft drinks 
include ginger, sarsaparilla, root 


beer, birch beer, chocolate, cream, 
colas, cherry, wild cherry, lemon, 
strawberry, raspberry, loganberry, 
orange, pineapple, grape, apple, 
pear, and others, and very 
frequently two flavors are combined 
in the same product. 
MAY CONTINUE SUGAR SUBSTI- 
TUTES. 


Prior to 1914 the sweetening used 
Was almost universally granulated 
white sugar. When the shortage of 
sugar began to be felt, however, 
jJarge use was made of such substi- 
tutes as corn syrup or glucose, corn 
sugar or commercial dextrose, mal- 
tose syrup,.refiners’ syrup, and 
honey. Such substitutions were en- 
couraged as a War measure by the 
Department of Agriculture, which 
now thinks it probable that some 
of these substitutes will be used reg- 
ularly. The department is even of 
the opinion that the use of certain 
substitutes is frequently desirable, A 
larger quantity of the gubstitute is 
ordinarily required to- secure the 
rame measure cf sweetness. Thus 
the drink !s given more body and 
has a higher food value. Sweeten- 
ing ingredients other than ordinary 
sugar should be declared on the 
labels of soft drinks shipped into in- 
terstate commerce. 

Food value in a soft drink is or- 
dinarily not considered by the per- 
son who consumes it, his object be- 
ing the delectation of the palate or 
the quenching of thirst, but the fact 
remains that good soff drinks do 
contain considerable food. Such 
products as ginger ale, the phos- 
phate drinks, the grape drinks and 
lemon sours contain from 3-4 to 
1 1-2 ounces of sugar to each half- 
pint bottle, which its equal to 
or @ouble, “approximately, the 
sugar ration allowed to a meal under 
war conditions. One hundred thou- 
sand tons of sugar are ueed each 
year in the soft-drink industry. 

GAS, TO©, IS WHOLESOME. 


The carbon dtoxti gas that is 
present irf all bottled soft drinks is 
@ wholesome product, identical with 
the carben dioxide which occurs 


naturally in certain mineral springs , 


in the United States, the waters of 
which are highly prized for their ef- | 
fervescent properties. 

With the exception of vanilla, 
nearly all bottled soft drinks are 
artificially colored. Ginger ale, sar- 
saparilla, root beer, birch beer, 
cholcolate. and the colas are or- 
dinarily colored with caramel, which 
is another name for burnt sugar. 
The other drinks are usually colored 
with one of the permitted dyes— 
naphthol yellow for lemon and or- 
ange drinks; amaranth, ponceau, or 
erythrosine for cherry, strawberry, 
raspberry, and the like. The use

Many drinks contain the pure 
acids of the fruits they simulate, but 
others contain mineral acids, phos- 
phoric being frequently used, and 
sulphuric and hydrochloric less fre- 
quently. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in a recent pub- 
lication on the Composition and 
value of bottled soft drinks, says: 
“Sulphuric and hydrochloric acids 
do not occur naturally in fruits or 
fruit juices, and in the opinion of 
the authors, they should not be used 
to contribute tartness or sourness to 
soft drinke.” 

LITTLE CONDIMENT USED. 

The quantity of any condiment in 
a soft drink ts likely to be very 
emall. The alcohol contained is used 
as a solvent for certain extracts, and 
amounts to only a few tenths of 1 
per cent. by volume. | 

The Department of Agriculture 
savs that where soft drinks are bot- 
tled on a large scale, the sanitary 
precautions are usually excellent, 
but that where they are manufac- 
tured in a small way for immediate 
consumption conditions are some- 
times deplorable. Syrup and  ex- 
tracts are sometimes spilled and al- 
lowed to remain, attracting filles and 
other insects. Proper precautions in 
washing bottles are not always taken, 
and the water used for preparing 
the syrups and for filling the bottles 
is not always pure. The sanitary 
quality .of bottled soft drinks ship- 
ped in interstate commerce its sub- 
ject to regulation under the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act. while that of 
those intended purely for local use 
is subject to loca) control by State 
or city officials. The quality of bot- 
tled soft drinke in the long run, the 
department says, depends largely 
upon the demand made by the dis- 
criminating consumer. 

It is estirmated that the consump- 
tion of bottled soft drinks in the 
United States prior to war restric- 
tions, was about 3,900.000,000 bot- 
tles annually, or thirty bottles a year 
for every man, woman and child. 
The consumption is likely to in- 
crease, since high-grade bottled soft 
drinks enable the dweller in rural 
commanities to enjoy a product 
which a few years ago was obtain- 
able only directly from soda foun-

AMERICA IS GROWING 
. ITS OWN BEET SEED. 


{RY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE. 

LOGAN (Utah) May 20,—Sugar 
beet seed, equal, and frequently 
superior to European ‘seed, is being 
supplied to sugar beet companies 
in this section by the experiment 
station of the Utah Agricultural col- 
leges here. Originally, the seed 
came from a strain of the best 
sugar beet seed produced in Europe 
and it has been carefully cultivated 
by the experiment station for 15 
years. 

Due to the fact that war conditions 
cut off the supply of European seed 
it became necessary for farmers in 
this country to cultivate their own 
seed and the efforts of the experi- 
ment station have heen in this 
direction for some time and there 
has been developed a strain of 
pedigreed sugar beet seed that is 
hardy and in every way suited to 
Western conditions. Sugar com 
Panies in Idaho, Utah and other 
Western States have been pur- 
chasing the seed produced by the 
experiment station of the college 
and in some instances have de- 
veloped new strains from those pur- 
chased. 

Authorities at the college declare 
that the United States is rapidly be- 
coming independent of Europe for 
its sugar beet seed supply.

AVIATION. 


Storms not a Serious Cause 
for Apprehension, 

Air Less Turbulent at Low 
Level than Over Land. 


Compasses not Yet Made to 
_ be of Practicable Utility. 


DEV SRIMENT OF AGRICULTURE NEWS LETTER. 


As far as storms go, the naval 
aviators have little to fear. When 
North America and the Atlantic are 
clear of great atmospheric disturb- 
ances, it is almost sure that an air- 
plane could travel over the whole 
breadth of the ocean, from west to 
east, without encountering a storm. 
The reason for that is ,the ¢east- 
ward drift of the atmosphere, 
credited sometimes to the revolu- 
tion of the earth and regarded as 
responsible for the invariable tend- 
ency of starms in northern nati- 
tudes to travel from west to east. 
A great storm in this country is 
likely to appear in Europe within 
a few days—a fact that was put to 
use during the war by meteroogists 
with the American Expeditionary 
Forces. Thus, if an airplane gets 
off from this continent in clear 
weather and with clear weather 
ahead, no storm developing after 
its depasture is likely to catch it. 
On the other hand, an airplane 
traveling from Europe to America 
by the northern route would do so 
under the chance of running into a 
storm under the reaching this side 
of the Atlantic. Practically all the 
by cloic disturbances that move 
across the United States enter the 
North Altantic Ocean slightly to the 
south of Newfoundland.

at sea are nearly twice as strong 
as those on land, and the increase 
with altitude over the sea is much 
less than over the land. The latter 
increase on this continent, as well 
as in Europe, is nearly 100 per 
cent. in about 1600 feet. 

Whatever the wind direction, say 

the meterologists, flying at low levels 
above the sea would be lese danger- 
ous than at similar levels above the 
land, because the air above the sea 
is less turbulent or “bumpy.” 
' “Marine weather maps,” said Mr. 
Gregg in a recent paper read before 
the Philosophical Society of Wash- 
ington, ‘“‘show that at an altitude of 
500 to 100 meters (1600 to 3200 feet 
approximately) conditions are favor- 
able for an eastward trip approxi- 
mately one-third of the time, the 
percentage being slightly greater 
along the northern than along the 
southern route. At greater altitudes 
the percentage of favorable days 
materially increases, especially along 
the northern route. or the west- 
ward trip the percentage of favor- 
able days is so small as to make 
trans-Atlantic flight in this direction 
impracticable until the cruising 
radius of aircraft is increased to such 
an extent that they are relatively in- 
dependent of wind conditions. 

“All things considered, conditions 
for an eastward flight are most 
favorable along the northern course; 
for a westward flight they are most 
favorable along the southern course: 
that is, the prevailing westerlies are 
less persistent along this course than 
farther north. 

COMPASSES LOSE PRECISION. 

Compasses have been found to 
lose much of their precision on air- 
Planes, and on trans-Atlantic flights 
it is believed they would be some- 
where near useless. The oscilation 
of the plane itself is a large deter- 
rent factor, and others are the at- 
traction of the motor or machine 
materlal for the needle and the im- 
practicability of making. corrections 
while making flights at high speeds. 
Under clear skies sextant observa- 
tions make possible the correct de- 
termination of positions, but in 
cloudy weather the compass is the 
only guide unless the aviator can 
fiy high enough to ‘get above the 
clouds. It is believed necessary that 
trans-Atlantic airplanes, in the pres- 
ent stage of development, should be 
in constant touch with ships that 
could indicate positions by wireless. 
Developments in wireless have made 
it possible to tell the direction from 
which an air message is sent. 

The difficulty of accurate flight 
would be greater if the airplane 
were aiming at a comparatively 
small group of islands. such ag the 
Azores, instead of Ireland or the 
coast of Europe. 

Prof. Marvin points out that it 
would be quite possible for an aviator 
fiying over the uniform surface of 
the ocean to turn his machine un- 
consciously and fivy away from his 
object. Also, ff his machine, making 
a hypothetical speed of ninety miles 
an hour, should run into a head 
wind of ninety miles an hour, he 
might stay indefinitely in the same 
position over the ocean. On land 
an aviator can tell whether a wind 
is aiding or retarding him, but over 
the changless sea, unless there were 
ships within his vision, he would 
have little or nothing by which to 

uge his progress. 

Another factor the trans-Atlantic 
aviator must reckon with, Prof. Mar- 


vin says, is the deflective influence |! 


of the earth's rotation upon air- 
plane flight. Objects moving 
omr the earth's surface are de- 
flected constantly to the right. 

All the knowledge of this and 
other factors in thé possession of 
the Weather Bureau and affecting 
the epochal undertaking has been 
Placed at the disposal of the naval 
aviators. With the development of 
trans-Atlantic travel by airplane, 
the Weather Bureau meteorologists 
hope there will be opportunity for 
thorough study of the meteorological 
conditiong affecting it. 

“There is need,”’ said Mr. Gregg. 
“for a comprehensive campaign of 
meteorological and aerological obser- 
vations over the North Atlantic. in 
order that aviators may be given 
data for whose accuracy the meteo- 
rologist need not hesitate to vouch, 
instead of information based on s0 
small a number of observations, par- 
ticularly of free-air conditions, that 
the deductions are assumed and not 
proved.”

TO CATASTROPHE 


Events Leading to War Told| 
by Field Marshal. 


Kept in Ignorance. 


Few Knew Plans of Foreign 
Minister Berchtold. 


(BY A. P. FOREIGN 
BERLIN, April 6-—The events 
surrounding the drafting and dis- 
patching of the Austrian ultimatum 
to Serbia which inaugurated the 
world war are giver their first am- 
plification in the aorthcoming pub- 
lication of the wa: recollections of 
Conrad von Hoetzendorf, the former 
Austro-Hungarian field marshal. 
The advanced proofs of the vol- 
ume, which is enttied “The Road to 
the Catastrophe.” indicate that ft will 
prove a significari parallel to Gen. 
Ludendorff’s meomeirs because of its 
dramatic and intimate revelations of 
Austro-Hungariar diplomacy and 
war policies and because of the can- 
dor with which it discusses Emperor 
Charles, the co-cperation of the 
German and Austru- Hungarian Gen- 
eral Staffs the re'stions of the former 
Emperor Francis Joseph and the 
German Emperor William, the social 
and political intr.guing of the Aus- 
trian Empress Zita and the whole 
hierarchy of the <Austrian grand 
dukes. 
The volume is compiled by Karl 
Nowak, an suthor and journalist and 
formerly war correspondent of the 
Cologne Gazette, who for two years 
was assigned in a personal capacity 
to Marshal Von Hoetzendorf's head- 
quarters. Nowak reported the war 
on all the eastern fronts and while 
his name nominally appears on the 
title page, the vuorume is known to 
be Von Hoetzendcrf's authorized and 
personally revise’ recollections. 
MILITARY NUT INFORMED. 


Discussing the cvents immediately 
following the assaszination of Arch- 
duke Frederick at Sarajevo, Nowak 
states that few ‘f any people knew 
the plans of Count von Berch+ 
or-| told, then Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister. Not even the high military 
officials were informed nor was it 
known whether he was communicat- 
ing with Berlin, according to the 
writer. 

“Indignation in political and diplo- 
matic circles ran high as a result 
of the murder,” read the memoirs. 
“Military leaders quoted Von Molt- 
ke’s words ‘we hnow the catastro- 
phe will come some day; the sooner 
the better for us.’” 

This was the situation Marshal 
von Hoetzendorft found on his re- 
turn from a feigned holiday tn the 
Tyrol, where he went after the kill- 
ing of the Archduke at Sarajevo, in 
order to create tne impression that 
the situation was not menacing to 
the peace of Europe. Nowak de- 
ascribes the episode of the ultimatum 
to Serbia as foliuws: 

ASKS MILITARY SITUATION. 

“The ministers were summoned te 
Ballhausplatz (Foreign Office.) Von 
Hoetzendorf, then Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, was hurriedly recalled 
from Tyrol where he was on leave 
granted him after the Sarajevo as- 
sassination. Count von Rerchtold, 
who conducted the deliberations, con- 
sulted the general in purely military 
matters. His opinion was sought 
only in connection with the military 
prospects. The diplomatic situation 
was not mentioned nor was any ref- 
erence made either to the Serbian 
ultimatum or to any other ultima- 


tum. 

“Von Hoetzendcrf frankly an- 
alyzed every povwsible hostile con- 
stellation and did not conceal his 
conviction that the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy was unequal to the 
demands of war on three fronts. He 
referred to simiia~ views previously 
expressed in the preceding years, in 
which he had printed out exactly 
such complications and entered upon 
minute consideration of every emer- 
gency growing out of a possible in- 
ternational clash. 

“Count von Berchtold asked him 
whether the prospects for the mon- 
archy would improve in the course 
of the next few years. Von Hoetzen- 

dort spoke of Hungarian opposition 
= Mo huge armament credits and the 
speed with which other nations were 
arming. He declared that hé would 
be guilty of lying if he said the 
‘chances of the monarchy later on 
would be more auspicious. On the 
contrary, he believed they were 
bound to grow less in the face of the

Broadly speaking the purpose of 
the new bill igs to provide for the 
building outright of highways of in- 
terstate importance, including those 
of national defense and for develop- 
ment of the national domain. 

The bill introduced by Senator 
Townsend last February aimed to 
accomplish these purposes by estab- 
lishing a Federal highway commis- 
sion of five members to be appointed 
by the President with the Senate's 
approval. This commission would 
have power to employ expert engi- 
neers and other professional aids to 
carry out its prime function of es- 
tablishing, congtructing and main- 
taining a system of nationa! high- 
ways to comprise not less than two 
main trunk line roads in each State 
and joining the national highway 
system in the adjacent States and 
counties. 

These trunk highways are to be 
entirely under the control of the 
United States, except as to State po- 
lice powers, and are to be built and 
maintained with Federal funds, the 
project thus being a distinct depar- 
ture from the Federal aid plan of the 
past, whereby the United States gov- 
ernment has contributed money to 
supplement State expenditures on lo- 
cal reads. The new plan, however, 
would extend only to the two trunk 
roads contemplated in the bill, and 
all other highway development 
would still remain in the hands of 
local authorities, as heretofore. It 
will not conflict with the existing 
law which provides for Federal aid 
until 1921. The present law will 
continue itn effect. The selections of 
routes for the trunk highways is left 
to the judgment of the commission 
created by the bill and the order in 
which thev shall be built ts also to 
he determined by that body, subject. 
however, to a provision that the 
commission shall request State high- 
way departments to recommend 
routes to be followed and shall not 
include anv highway in a place hav- 
ing a population of 5000 or more un- 
der the latest available census ex- 
cept in portions where the district 
is sparsely settied. Further pro- 
vision ts made that no money shall 
be expended tn any State until! its 
Legislature should assent thereto, 
but the Governor may give assent 
until the final adfournment of the 


‘first recular session of the Legisla- 


ture held after the passage of the 
law now proposed. 

In consideration of the benefits 
to be derived by the State and as 
a condition precedent to construct- 
ine anv highway under the law a 
richt of way not less than sixty feet 
wide is to be furnished to the 
United States without expense to it 
by or on behalf of such State. 

The expenditure contemplated 
under the new plan is expected to 
amount to $409,000,000, provision 
was made in the bill of last winter 
for $425.000,060, where $50,090,000 
was to become rvailable July 1, 
1919, with $75,009 009 for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1920, and 
$109.000.000 for each of the suc- 
ceeding fiscal years. It was also pro- 
vided that the appropriation should 
he apportioned among the several! 
States according to three factors.

The cars 
had to be swung up on chain blocks 
and it was often difficult to rig a 
pull chain and biock in steel freight 
cars. 

Claud Smith, chief of the loading 
platform at the Pacific Coast Chev- 
rolet plant, began to work on a 
truck which could be used instead 
of block and tackle for hoisting the 
cars. Two front axles from a Chev- 
rolet “four ninety” were rigged on 
a frame with four-wheel steel de- 
vice. With this arrangement the 
wheels could be so cran.ped that 
the truck would easily ro!! into the 
car. 

Running boards were constructed 
to receive the car from the skids 
A jack rigged on either en4 of the 
trame supporting a steel har with 
carriers for the axle of the car 
This ig lifted to take the woieht of 
the car off the running boards which 
are then dropped to the s'te in or- 
der that the truck can better get 
through the freight car door. 

The wheels are removed and 
packed inside the car body The 
car is then raised on the jacks and 
lowered onto the blockine. This 
biocking is. raised high cneugh to 
allow the lower tier of cars to be 
trolled in and strapped to the floor. 

This system of loading ard the use 
of the truck invented by Sw ith, have 
done more to speed up the loading 
of motor cars than any invention 
Since the firat days of the industry. 
It is a great contrast, loading out a 
ear of automobiles in less than a half 
hour and taking from two to three 
hours as Was necessary in the use 
ot the olf decking system.

Discretionary Powers for Con- 


servation Forces. 


Quail season in Southern Califor- 
nia, including the new “Hunters’ 
Paradise” fish and game district of 
Inyo and Mono counties, numbered 
4%, will open October 15, and close 
December 31. 

When Gov. Stephens affixed his 
signature Tuesday to Assembly bill 
,$76 (Kline,) he cleared up one of 
‘the last points of uncertainty still 
remaining in the fish and game laws 
that are to govern. sportsmen for 


of Oweng Valley were particularly 
insistent upon an earlier quail sea- 
son, as their Supervisors, by com- 
mon consent, had cu led the State 
law one month to protect the birds 
during the heavy snows of January. 
Apparently, the great bulk of l- 
censed hunters fm the south pre- 
ferred the earlier season also, the 
October 16-December 81 law having 
been the most popular qualfl 
lation ever placed statute 
books. 

Several important fish and game 
bills still remain with the Goy- 
ernor for his approval or veto. 
Among them are Senate billg 291 
and 292, making one weeks’ open 
seasons on pheasants and mountain 
sheep in the new “Paradise District” 
of Inyo and Mono counties, under 
very low limits, three birds per day, 
six per week, and one male sheep 
per season. The liveliest kind of in- 
jterest has developed among Owens 
Valley sportemen in favor of this 
legislation becoming law, as they 
feel they are particuiarly blessed 
with game, and desire to exploit 
it as an attraction to bring people 
up their way, thus familiarizing the 
general public with the Eastegn 
Sierra country. It is argued that 
the seasons are so short and limits 
so low that no great harvest of 
game could occur under the desired 
laws, while the plan of making the 
Owens Valley the Mecca of licensed 
sportsmen in the early autumn 
would be fully rounded out by add- 
ing two more kinds of game that 
could ve killed legally nowhere else 
in the State. 

most interesting bill, widely de-. 
panded by far-sighted conservation- 
ists everywhere, is that of Senator 
Gates, numbered 541, and passed by 
both houses of the Legislature to 
Gov. Stephens’s consideration. This 
measure virtually confers powers of 
discretion upon the Fish and Game 
Commission in regulating the sea- 
sons on fish and gamie in case of 
any emergency arising between leg- 
islative sessions. The bill recites in 
its opening section: “Upon the pe- 
tition of fifty citizens of any coun- 
ty of this State, setting forth that 
by reason of disease, drought,. fire 
or excessive hunting, or fishing, or 
any other eause, there is danger of 
extermination oy any species of wild 
mammal, wild bird or fish in any 
fish and game district or part there- 
of, or that the restrictions upon the 
taking. catching, killing or posses- 
gion of any such mammal, bird or 
fish in any fish and game district or 
any part thereof, should be modi- 
fied, suspénded or removed, the 
Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall fix a time and place 
for a hearing by said board as to 
the necessity of suspending or modi- 
fying the open season for the tak- 
ing, catching, killing or sessing 
of any such mammal, bird or. fish, 
or as to the necessity of modifying, 
suspending or removing the restric- 
tions on the taking, catc gs er pos- 
sessing of any such mammal, bird 
or fish In any such designated fish 
and game district or part, thereof.” 
There then follow provisions for the 
hoiding of such hearings, and for 
the transmitting of the findings and 
evidence to the Governor, who is 
given authority. with consent of the 
boards of supervisors of the coun- 
ties affected, to promulgate an or- 
der providing for such changes. 

One of the most valuable fea- 
tures of this measure, should it be 
approved, would be the simplifica- 
tion of the fish and game laws made 
possible in future. . Many districts 
could be eliminated and ch of 
the present unavoidable camplica- 
tions cut out of the fieh and game 
rezuiations. For this reason alone, 
the Gates bill No. 64) had a host of 
ardent supporters. It would ren- 
der unnecessary the impossible task 
of attempting to outguess the fu- 
ture in formulating fish and game

I plan 
my dinner accordingly, having, say, cas- 
seroled beef, corn pudding or scalloped to- 
matoes, and baked apples; and I prepare 
enough of each dish so that all, with a 
few minutes reheating, may be served the 
next day.

come up about the sides of the utensil, as 
much of the heating force is thus wasted. 

The gas flame should invariably be blue 
aud not yellow. When yellow it is burn- 
ing too little air and too much gas. More 
air may be admitted by turning the valves 
which are located near the stopcocks of 
each burner. 

Another thing to remember in generg! is 
that matches are cheaper than gas, so turn 
out the gas, even when you must light it 
again in a few minutes and use for this pur- 
pose, preferably, a match which has been 
struck before, lighting it at another burner. 

Now, for your particular case, find out 
to a nicety just how long it ‘takes to cook 
your various foods to the exact point of 
perfection according to the taste of your 
family. This may vary somewhat from 
the time table of the ordinary cook book, 
Then, be exact with yourself, and start 
each concoction at the proper time—not 
five minutes too soon, though certainly not 
one minute too late, for in gas especially 
“mony a mickle makes a muckle.” 


Gas will be conserved by cooking one day 
enough of a certain food to last through 
ihe second day. Breakfast cereals, which 
are better for long cooking, are well pre- 
pared thus and reheated perhaps twice 
Rice should be cooked in quantity and 
either warmed up plain the second day, 
used in ric@ cakes or baked with cheese, if 
the members of your family can not stand 
the same thing two days in succession. By 
the way, it is well to break them of such 
ideas—for they are only ideas-—-if you wish 


to conduct a comfortable, yet frugal house- ~ 


hold. 

Mashed potatoes should be prepared in 
abundance that potato cakes may be served 
next day or a nicely browned dish turned 
out from the oven. Instances might be 
added in innumerable array, but suggestion 
is all that is intended. 

Many people use a small oven which may 
be heated by a single gas jet when they 
wish baked potatoes or some other baked 
dish and are not reasting meat, and this is 
better than heating the large oven and not

need be baked, although many things, like | 


beets, are just as good baked as boiled 
Practically any vegetable may be boiled 
sutisfactorily in the oven, using a deep pan 
cof water and a cover. In which case a 
second pan makes an excellent cover, as 
the food is less likely to dry and burn on 
top than when the ordinary tin cover is 
used. When one cooks the dinner almost 
entirely in the oven it leaves the top free 
for the successful heating of the dishes, 
without which no dinner may be properly 
served. 

If the gas range has a high oven at the 
side, one may cook an extra dish quite sat- 
isfactorily on top of this, by starting it to 
boiling over one of the gas jets, then quick- 
ly placing it on the hot oven and inverting 
an asbestos covered box over it. This 
utilizes the principle of the fireless cooker 
put does not require so.great a length of 
time, for the oven heat, conserved by the 
box, will keep the food absolutely boiling, 

Fireless cookers and their gas saving 

qualities have been too often. exploited to 
need further elicidation and it is not very 
difficult to make a fairly satisfactory one 
at home, stuffed with hay or—much better 
~-asbestos wool. It is well to mention, 
however, that the fireless cooker does not 
prove itself particularly satisfactory for 
very small amounts of food; these lose heat 
so rapidly and have, at best, but a small 
store of latent calories, 
When I do not wish to cook on top of my 
heated oven, I find that a heavy piece of 
asbestos placed over it and other pieces 
hung on the sides of the oven aid in its 
quick and economical heating. An asbestos 
mat may also be satisfactorily used on top 
of the lid of a cooking utensil, and irons 
should always be heated under a covering 
pan. 

A large piece of metal placed over a burn- 
er will often spread the flame sufficiently 
to make it heat two good-sized stewnans.

are tables which show how many years a 
man of any given age may expect to live; 
cr, of a given number of average men, in- 
discriminately gathered, how many of them 
have a reasonable probability of living a 
year. 


Sististics Prove Old Idea of Death 
Following Thirteen in Party. 


HESE tables are the result of averaging 
hundreds of thousands of lives, and are 
mathematically accurate. They prove this: 
That of any thirteen persons assembled 
accidentally, or without any selection, one 
should be dead within the year. In other 
words, taking the population of the world 


- @s a basis for calculation, one in every thir- 


teen persons dies each year. The death rate 
varies, of course, according to age, climate, 
and sanitary -conditions; it is decidedly 
lower in the United States and the super- 
stition of thirteen would not apply if the 
population of this country o_ were con- 
sidered. 

The origin of this belief, ceieoatitien. or 
whatever you may choose to call it, is lost 
in the chaos of prehistoric days. The 
eommonly held belief is that it originated 
from the Last Supper, at which Christ and 
His twelve apostles sat on the eve of His 
betrayal and crucifixion. 

The popular conception of this scene is 
due largely to Leonardo da Vinci's wonder- 
ful picture on the wall of the refectory of 
the Dominican Convent of Santa Maria delle 
Grazie, in Milan, which has been reproduced 
so many thousands of times that there is 
acarcely a gallery in the world in which a 
copy‘of it does not hang. 

But this idea is erroneous, for the super- 
stititon was ancient long before the Last 
Supper was eaten. The superstition that it 
is unlucky to spil] salt, probably equally 
ancient, is also expressed in this picture, 
wherein Da Vinci has painted Judas Iscariot 
ir the act of spilling the salt. 


In the Norse mythology there is a story” 


that the twelve major gods were seated at 
supper, when Loki, the God of Mischief, en- 
tered—intruded as it were—and mage the 
thirteenth at table. He quarreled with Bal- 
dvr, God of Peace, and shot him with a 
mistletoe arrow. 

But we’ must go even further back in time 
than the Norse mythology, for in the Far 
East, in the myths of the ancient Hindus, 
it is related that it is unlucky to *” thir- 
teen at table. 


Were Adam and Eve Driven 
Out on Friday? — 


HERE can have been no possible con- 


nection between the myths of ‘hese 
widely separated regions, and we may even 
have to go back to the Garden of Eden, as 
we must for the superstition that Friday is 
an unlucky day on which to undertake any 
enterprise or begin any journey. Christians 
have always imagined that this belief was to 
be referred to the fact that Christ was cru- 
cified on a Friday, but long before the time 
of Christ tradition had it that Adam and 
Eve ate the forbidden fruit and were driven 
from Paradise on a Friday. 

The survival of the thirteen superstition 
in all lands is most remarkable. The church 
tried once to extirpate it. In the chapel of 
the Tridinium Pauperum, adjoining the 

Church of St. Gregory, on the Coelian Hill, 
im Rome, is a marble table with an inscrip- 
tien recounting that Pope Gregory the 
Great was in the habit of entertaining

twelve poor men at breakfast every morning 
and that on one occasion Christ appeared 
and shared their meal, making thirteen at 
table, and that, therefore, henceforth thir- 
teen was a lucky number. If this had any 
effect, that effect has passed away. 

In the ancient Hebrew enumeration, the 
letter Which was used as the symbol of thir- 
teen was also the symbol of the word mean- 
ing “death.” 

In the Tarot deck of cards, used by the 
gypsies in telling fortunes, and by many of 
the peoples of Southern Europe for playing 
tarocchi, the thirteenth card bears a skele- 
ton with a scythe, the symbol of death. The 
Tarot deck is very ancient, but it is more 
likely that death was associated with its 
thirteenth card because of the superstition 
superstition, 


Thirteen Jinx Eliminated From 
Office Buildings. 


N MODERN days there are many striking 
instances of the prevalence of the super- 
stition. Upon the formal opening of a big 
hotel In New York some years ago a dis- 
tinguished Senator of the United States was 


assigned to a suite on the thirteenth floor. 
He refused to take it, and advised the 
management to cut out the thirteenth floor. 
The Senator’s advice was taken, and floor 
fourteen now follows floor twelve. The big 
office buildings for the most part have no 
thirteenth floor, and there are many in- 
stances of households obtaining officia] au- 
thority to change the number of their 
houses from 12 to 11A or 11%. 

There are many hotels that have no rooms 
numbered thirteen. In Europe, it is said, 
more than a thousand hotels omit this fate- 
ful number. In Paris, Berne and: other Eu- 
ropean cities thirteen as a house number 
has nearly always been changed to 11A_ It 
is on record that Alderman Coughlin of Chi- 
cago, “Bath-house John,” had the same num- 
ber of his house changed to 11%; there are 
theaters, notably the Turin Operahouse, in 
which there ig no seat numbered thirteen. 


Bismarck Was Great Believer 
in Thirteen Superstition. — 


ISMARCK, the practical, hardheaded 
Iron Chancellor, had the thirteen su- 
perstition in its most virulent form. 

One year when the French Cabinet was 
reorganized, the official announcement was 
ceferred a day solely to avoid making the 
ennouncement on the thirteenth day of the 
month. When this was told to the Pope, 
His Holiness smiled and remarked: “Evi- 


dently being a Free Thinker does. not ex- 


clude superstition.” 

The Turks have almost expunged the 
word “thirteenth” from their speech; the 
Italians never use it In making up their lot- 
teries; in Paris and other European cities 
there are men known as “quatorzienes,” 
well recognized in society, whose business 
it ig to be ready to go to any house to din- 
ner in order to make up fourteen at table. 

The following anecdote is related in the 
biography of Sir John Millais, the famous 
artist. He gave a dinner in honor of Mat- 
thew Arnold fri August, 1885, and one of the

guests called attention to the fact that there 
were thirteen at table and expressed some 
fear. Matthew Arnold laughed at such a 
silly superstition and said: 

“The idea is that whoever leaves the 
table first will die within a year; so, with 
the permission of the ladies, we will cheat 
the fates for once, I and these fine, strong 
lads (indicating Edgar Dawson and E-—-S—) 
will rise together, and I think our united 


constitutions wil] be able. te the 


assault of the reaper.” 

. Six months later Matthew Arnold, in the 
prime of life, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease. A few days later, E. S. was found 
dead in bed, a revolver by his side. Edgar 
Dawson, the third of the trio, sailed from 
Australla on February 18, 1886, on the 
steamer Quetta, which foundered off the 
coast of New Guinea, and not a single soul 
was saved.

Hunting Under Real Difficulties. 

In getting their game home after they 
have killed it, Alpine hunters sometimes en- 
counter almost insurmountable difficulties. 
Here is an account of a truly remarkable 
feat accomplished by some natives of up- 
per Bavaria. 

Near the famous summer resort of Obers- 


dorf on the Austrian border is an inde 


scribably wild and desolate gorge that. is 
locally known as The Vise. Up to the time 
of the story there was a tradition that no 


human being had ever entered it. Togger- 
ing walls ‘come very close together ait the 


top, but below the gorge widens and a 


mountain torrent foams along over huge, 
Mis roughly strewn boulders. Descent into this 
miniature canyon seems impossible, espe- 
cially in winter, when the walls are cov- 
ered with masses of icicles. 

One day, while hunting near The Vise, 
some men fired a shot at a stag, which 
gave one convulsive leap and fell into the 
gorge. The hunting party immediately 
made an attempt to.extricate the carcass. 
They lowered one of their number on a 
rope; but he brought back the report that 
the animal lay under the overhang of the 
wall and could not »>ssibly be hauled out. 

A few days later, however, a man named 
Scholl appeared from a neighboring village, 
and, quite in accordance with his reputation 
for great strength and daring, offered Se 
recover the stag’s body for forty marks. 
The hunters accepted his offer, and with 
nine helpers Scholl began his task. Far 
equipment the men had only 300 feet of 
stout hempem rope. They chose as the 
place from which to make the descent a 
sloping block of stone not more than two 
yards wide and very close to two fir trees 
that leaned out over the abyss. From that 
tiny spot, where a false step meant death, 
they began to lower one of their fellows. 

This man sat on a broad leather strap 
and was tied securely by a rope round his 
thighs and body. When he was about half- 
way down, a large piece of snow broke 
away above and, striking him, would have 
sent him to certain destruction had he not 
been firmly lashed to the strap. The re- 
mainder of the descent, which lasted fifteen 
minutes, was uneventful in spite of the 
proximity of many huge icicles that might 
easily have broken off and have fallen upon 
him. For nearly three hours the man 
worked in the depths before he succeeded in 
getting the stag’s body ready to be hauled 
aloft. Then he had himself pulled up, and 
explained the situation to those above. 

Now the hardest part of the work began. 
It was necessary for some one to hang on 
one rope and guide the load, which was to 
be pulled up by another, so that it would 
not lodge anywhere. Scholl undertook this 


task himself. While he was being lowered 
‘slowly down he kicked off as many of the 
and thus saved . 


icicles as he could reach, 
himself from the fate of being crushed to 
death during the later stage of his journey. 

Soon after he reached the bottom he gave 
the signal to be drawn up, and the living 
joad swung slowly up beside the dead. About 
half way up the stag’s body became lodged 
against a jutting rock and the men could 


‘not budge it. Scholl then hada brilliant 


idea for lightening the load; swinging him- 
self deftly over to the body, he drew out his 
hunting-knife and, as he gyrated round in 
mid-air, nearly disemboweled it. 

When he had completed the perileus ma- 
neuver the stag’s body was considerably 
lighter than before, and the men above were 
able to pull it over the projection and to 
raise it to the rim along with their leader.

One of the big telegraph companies noj | 
long ago completed a chart that shows al | 
the wires used in the land service of the : | 
company. There are about 1,000,000 miler { 
of wires in all. Each wire is representec — : 
by a line on the chart, and a number, with 
figures to indicate the material and the 
gauge. The chart also shows the route o: : 
every wiré and every cut-in, whether it ik. 
for operation or for testing. Besides that 
the map shows the cross connections be — 
tween the various wires in each office, anc 
even the office assignments of the various 
circuits. 

The chart’ cOvers seventy sheets, eacl 
three feet by five. If mounted edge-to edge ped 
it would form one map twenty-seven feet 
high and sixty-five feet long. In order tc : 
handle the record conveniently, the sheets 
are mounted in steel frame panels that swing 
like the leaves of a gigantic book. It &

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Raw Food. 
MONG dietetic theories that have 
A advanced of late is that of eating 

only raw food. Of course this is not 

a new idea. “There is nothing new 

under the sun.” Cooking is a comparatively 

recent innovation in the history of the hu- 

man race. When man, forced thfough some 

climatic cataclysm, or otherwise, strayed 

from his original diet of fruit and nuts,.and 

discovered the use of fire, he gradually tn- 

troduced cooking. 

There is much to be said in favor of the 
raw food theory. To a great extent cooking 
spoils food, from a health point of view. In 
cooking, the organic salts are largely de- 
organized and changed into the inorganic 
form, in which form they cannot be used by 
the body, but are cast forth as intruders, like 
drugs. When vegetables are cooked and the 
water is discarded, three -fourths of the most 
Valuable qualities are lost. Then instinct 
calls for the lacking salts, and two or three 
times as much food is eaten as is nécessary, 
laying the foundation of ill health, and 
causing anh enormous waste of food. It is a 
fact that four ounces of raw food, eaten 
slowly, satisfies and nourishes more than 
half a pound of cooked food, swallowed in 
the usual way. 

Certain foods may properly be eaten raw 
-~fruits, fresh and dried, salad plants and 
some vegetables, as radishes, young carrots 
and young turnips, also green corn, to which 
You may, if you pease, add the semi-animal 
foods, cottage cheese and egzs, 

The eating of raw cereals, preached by raw 
food enthusiasts, is harmful to all except 
those who do hard manual labor, and have 
tirong digestions. Many have been injured 
in this way. Ripe cereals should be dextri- 
nized by dry heat. 

A man named Drews wrote a book on the 
raw food diet. of which he makes a kind of 
religion, giving it the crack-jaw name 
“Aperstrophy” and he calls salads “synedes.” 
He gave a raw food banquet in Chicago, at 
which he boasted that over fifty kinds of 
food were served—all disguised, mixed and 
mussed up. This ig a step backward, in- 

_Blead of forward, and involves much more 
labor on the housewife than preparing a 
simple meal of meat and greens. 

I advise all’ my consultants to make at 
least one of their daily meals of raw foods. 
especially raw green stuff, rich in the or 
manic salts. For instance, fruit and nuts, 
cr salad and cottage cneese, or peanut but 
ter, little roasted. Ordinary peanut butter 
is cooked too much, freeing fat acids that 
irritate the lining of the stomach. 

If you wish to learn more of the raw food 
theory I recommend a recently published 
little book by Stella McDermott, entitled 
“Metaphysics of Raw Foods” (Burton Pub 
lishing Co., Kansas City. For sale by Otto 
Carque, 1607 Maenolia avenue. Price $1 
mailed.) It contains a valuable table show- 
ing the percentage of miaeral elements In 
many foods. The author tells as follows 
how she benefited by adopting a raw food 
diet. 

“I saw the physica] cause of my failing 

-health. It was too much ‘alcohol—gotten 
through eating too much bread, sugar, sweet 
foods, etc. I did some hard thinking. I re- 
solved that as I had been instrumentaf in 
taking alcohol away from others, because it 
was a stumbling block to many, I would re- 
move the stumbling block of alcoholic foods 
from my own life, and as much as possible 
from the lives of others. I changed my 
foods that day from the unnatural to the 
natural. I removed from my life a lot of 
difficulty as well——-the dizziness, gas pres- 
eure, and catarrh that had stood in the way 
of my mind expressing its ideals and power. 
The change in health was nothing short of 
marvelous. Today I am an wnusually 
healthy woman. Nothing can ever persuade 
me back into the old way of living.” 

Mrs. McDermott refers to the early ez- 
rerience of those who adopt a raw food diet. 
She says: 

“Another reason for the ‘empty feeling’ Is, 
that man is in the habit of eating until he 
feels ‘full’ and the stomach misses the usual 
crowding. After a little patience and perse- 
verance it will soon adjust itself to the new 
order.” 

The author drags in God, which is un- 
necessary. and advocates raw cereals, of 
which, as stated above, [I don’t approve. 
Otherwise it tsa g06d little book.

Apparently the medical fraternity is some- 
what aroused at the growing dissatisfaction 
expressed by the public with regular medi- 
cal methods, in the treatment of disease. 

In this pamphlet there is emphasized the 
importance of laws which provide that any 
man who holds himself to be a “practitioner 
of the healing art” should be “made to sub- 
mit to proper qualifications as to his ca- 
pacity as such a practitioner.” 

Yes, but what qualifications? What medi- 
cal college graduates learn in laboratories 
and lecture rooms they have to unlearn, 
after they reach bedsides, if they desire to 
be successful in healing the sick. 

Every practitioner should be competent 
in the methods which he practices. 

It is not necessary, for instance, for a 
cLiropractor to know anything about poison- 
ous drugs, which he does not use. 

Recently a ehiropractic practitioner, who 
came to Los Angeles with high recommenda- 
tions, was arrested and tried for practicing 
without the consent of the State Board of 
Medical Examiners—which he would not be 
able to obtain—but chiefly for the heinous 
crime of advertising. He was acquitted by a 
jury. 

The Medical Trust is not so much actu- 
ated by concegn for the health and lives of 
the people, as for the closed shop in medl- 
cine. Like a plumbers’ union. }

Temperance vs. Prohibition. 


-DISPATCH from Sydney states that a 
movement to offset the activities of the 
prohibition party, which is becoming power- 
ful in the state of New South Wales, has 
been launched by a group of citizens. The 
purpose is to reduce some of the evil as- 
pects of the liquor traffic, rather than do 
away with liquor entirely. The programme 
calls for agitation for the reduction of the 
alcoholic content of liquors; cancellation of 
licenses of unscrupulous proprictors, and eli- 
munation of undesirable hotels. 
This is true temperance, which is quite 
a different thing from prohibition, 
if to these measures was added the aboli- 
tion of the pernicious treating habit, a long 
step would be taken toward the removal of 
the evils of the liquor traffic.

' mainly of waste products df the animal, con- 


taining no nourishment, and about equiva- 
lent to urine, although for many years “medi- 


‘cal sctence” fed-it to fever patients—and 


some benighted physicians do so still. 
Voit, another proponent of the high pro- 


tein theory, taught that five ounces of pro- 
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tein Was a necessary daily intake. Chitten- 
den and others have since shown that one 
and one-half an ounce is ample. The sur- 
plus has caused millions of deaths and 
mountains of suffering, from chronic disease. 

Virchow, credited with being the father 
of the germ theory, that has done so much 
harm, not long beforé his death said that 
were he to live his life over again he would 
devote himself to proving that the germ has 
its natural habitat in disease, rather — 
that it caused the disease. 

Ehrlich, after foisting on a erebuious 
public 605 harmful medicaments, created 
“606,” or salvarsan, which has killed many, 
and has cured none. 

The germ theory of tuberculosis and the 
serum tuberculin were invented by Koch; 
the typhus germ theory by Eberth: the diph-

He played the part with the grace of an 
accomplished actor within his physical limi- 
tations, skillfully substituting pathos for 
passion. The same conditions prevailed in 
his King Ledr. His lack of strength could 
mot reach the heights of Lear’s passion in 
the earlier acts, but in the later scenes the 
suffering of the poor distracted King was 
pathetic in the extreme.

There was apparently no attempt to solve 
any psychological problem, or illustrate any 
abstruse eciertific tteory. It was nature's 
aelf, clothed in a garment of reflective poesy 
and enveloped in a mantle of refined intel- 
lectuality that mirrored the sweet and gen- 
tle nature of the heart and mind within. 

Edwin Booth’s Hamlet was a man swayed 
and controlled by the sequential incidents 
of the play, moved and influenced by.natur 
al emotions, evolving his philosophy by 
spiriteal contemplation of current events, 
and reaching the final catastrophe by cumu- 
lative conditions that led but to one inevit- 
able result. 

Mr. Booth loyally adhered to the simple 
and obvious meaning of thé words as writ- 
ten, confining his conception to them and 
to them alone. He did not seek profundity, 
nor suggest obscurity. The result was a 
clear and direct exposition of the character, 
beautiful to the. fimagination and convince

the powerful acting of the leading part by 
this distinguished actor made it attractive. 
I played the Duke of Buckingham, in 
“Richard Laertes, in “Hamilet;” Dr. 
Mauprat, in “Richelieu;:” and Stukeley, in 
“The Gamester;” with Mr. Sullivan. 

An attempt was made by the management 
of the Grand Operahouse in New York, 


which was only two blocks removed from 


Booth’s Theater, to arouse national rivalry 
and prejudice against Mr. Sullivan by an- 
nouncing the engagement of Mr. E. ly 
Davenport, and emphasizing the fact that 


he was an American tragedian and was sup- 


ported by an American company in prac- 
tically the same repertoire of plays eiven 
by Mr. Sullivan, who was announced as 
“The Irish Tragedian.” 


Mr. Davenport was a very fine actor, and 
his company individually and generally ex- 


cellent, but the attempt to create any feel- 
ing of national prejudice was fortunately 
unsuccessful. « 

The engagement of Barry Sullivan was 
followed by that of George Belmore, an Ene- 
lish character actor of great reputation and 


ability, who came to this country under 


the management of Samuel Colville. 
Mr. Belmore appeared as Nat Gosling, ah 
old jockey, in a production of Dion Bouci- 


- Cault’s racing drama “The Flying Scud.” 


It was his original creation in London, and 
he made a great sticcess in New York in 
spite of the fact that he was a very sick 
man during the entire engagement. Mr. 
Belmore also appeared as Newman Noggs 


fm a dramatic version of Nicholas Nickleby. 


Playing an Unexpected 
Role Not Easy. 


PLAYED in both productions and at the 

conclusion of the New York engagement 
accompanied Mr. Belmore to the Brooklyn 
Theater in Brooklyn where on the Saturday 
matinee he became so il] it was with the 
greatest difficulty he finished the play. At 
the wight performance | played the old 
jockey, studying the part as best I could 
between the two performances. . 

I got through very well under the cir 
cumstances until I came to a song and a 
dance with the younger jockeys. The dance 
I managed fairly, but the song—well, the 
composer would not have recognized it. 

“The Flying Scud” introduced Miss Rosa 
Rand as leading lady to Booth’s Theater. 
New York, and Miss Maud Harrison to the 
stage at the Brooklyn Theater. Both ladies 
subsequently became very popular in their 
profession. 

The Booth's Theater Company were then 
sent on a short tour of the New England 
towns in “The Two Orphans.” This play 
had been produced at the Union Square 
Theater in New York, and had made a great 
hit, which I am prone to say we duplicated 
on our tour. 

Our cast Was an exceptionally strong one 


——— and included: H. A. Weaver, as the Count 


de Linieres; Frank C. Bangs, as the Cheva- 
lier de Vaudrey; E. K. Collier, as Jacques 
Frochard; F. B, Warde, as Piefre, the crip- 
ple; Rosa Rand, as Louise, the blind girl; 
Rose Lisle, as Henriette, her sister, and 
Mary Wells, as Mme. Frochard.

An of Stars” 
for Julius Caesar. 


URING the run of “Henry the Fifth,” 
the preceding season, Messrs. Jarrett 
and Palmer had engaged George Rignold to 
play Mare Antony in a grand revival of 


Julius Caesar they had in contemplation. 


The proposition being a quintette of stars 
in the five principa] characters, vis.: . 

E, L. Davenport, as Brutus; Lawrence 
Barrett, as Cassius; George Rignold, as 
Marc Antony, F. B.* Warde, as Julius 
Caesar; Frank C. Bangs, as Casca. se 

In the meantime George Rignold made a 
visit to England and discussed the pro 
posed arrangement with his friends who ad- 
vised him not to place himself in such 
direct association and contrast with two 
such popular American actors as Lawrence 
Barrett and’ E. L. Davenport. 

They also pointed out to him how de- 
pendent an actor playing Mare Antony was 
for his success upon the efficient support 
he received from the mob in the scene of 
hig address over the body of Caesar, com- 
monly but erroneously called Mare Antony’s 
oration, and suggested that a feeling of 
jealousy on the part of the American actors 

might work to his disadvantage. 

Mr. Rignold was evidently impressed by 
these arguments, for on his return to 
America he declined to play the part. 

Jarrett and Palmer then decided to make 
it a three star combination with Davenport, 
Barrett and Frank Bangs as Mare Antony. 


1 was to play Julius Caesar, as the lead- 


ing man of the company, but was*not to be 
starred. 

Though I was by no means entitled to 
that honor, stellar dignity had been 
promised me and I had been proudly antici- 
pating ® for months. 1! was deeply morti- 
fied and tendered my resignation. 


Much influence was brought to bear on 
me to reconsider the matter, but my pride, 
or perhaps my vanity, was deeply wounded 
and I would not do so, but left the company. 

Mr. Milnes Levick was engaged in my 
place, and the revival of Julius Caesar was 
a great success and had a very long run, 
due in a great measure to the activities of 
Mr. Joseph Tooker, better known as Com- 
modore Tooker, the acting manager of the 
theater. 

Commodore Tooker was a man of great 
originality in the way of advertising, and ! 
say it with great esteem for I was very 
fond of him. He displayed great audacity 
in carrying out his designs. He absolutely 
endeavored to induce the State Legigiature 
at Albany to adjourn and come to New York 
to see the play. Other schemes of more or 
less magnitude he originated, and in many 
instances succeeded in carrying them out. 

I have heard and read much of the work 
of the modern publicity or press agent, but 
I do not think that any of them have ever 
equalled the successful work of the dear 
old Commodore. 

Ag I look back, 1 question the wisdom of 
my action in resigning from that distin 
guished cast of Julius Caesar, but discreet 
or otherwise, fortune favored me, for I was 
immediately engaged by John T. Ford of 
the Grand ©perahouse at Baltimore to act 
as principal support to Edwin Booth on @ 
tour of the South to begin at once. 


Courteous Gentleman. 


OTHING could have been more agree- 

able to me than to meet and be so 
prominently associated with the most dis- 
tinguished American actor, and to play in 
such a congenial repertoire of Shakespear- 
ean and classic plays that included “Ham- 
let,” “Othello,” “Richard the Second,” “King 
Lear,” “The Merchant of Venice,” “Much 
Ado About Nothing,” “Richlieu,” “The Apos- 
tate,” and “The Lady of Lybdns.” 


I was to 


play Laertes in “Hamlet,” alternate Othel 
lo and lago, Bolingbroke in “Richard the 
Second,” Gratiane in “The Merchant of 
Venice,” Edgar in “King Lear,” Don Pedro 
in “Much Ado About Nothing;” De Mauprat 
in “Richlieu;” Hemeya, a Moor, in lad 
Apostate.” . 

I had played most of the parts with other . 
tragedians, and knew the lines and business, 
but Othello, Boliigbroke and the-part in 
“The Apostate” were new to me: 

My first mecting with Edwin Booth was 
on the morning of Monday, January 3, 1876, 
on the stage at Baltimore. John T. Ford 
practically controlled the theatrica) busi- 
ness in the entire country south of Baltt- 
more, and it was Mr. Booth’s first. tour in 
that section of the country since the war 


and the assassination of President Lincoln | 


by his brother, John Wilkes Booth. 

Our opening play Was “Hamlet.” The re- 
hearsal was called for 14% o’clock, Mr. 
Ford’s stock company completed the cast. 
All were perfect in the words, familiar with 


‘the business of the play, and only one re- 


hearsal was necessary. 

Henry Flohr, Mr. Booth’s personal atfen- 
dant, rehearsed the company, but Mr. Booth 
himself was generally present at the lust 
rehearsal, as he was on this occasion. 

Before the rehearsal began. I was pre- 


_sented to Mr. Booth, and I distinctly recall 


his appearance. He was of medium height, 
spare of figure and had an. oval face, rather 
longer than ordinary, with a prominent 
nose and a sensitive and expreasive mouth. 


His eyes seemed large and eloquent, and his 


face appeared quite pale; more so, perhaps, 
from contrast with his dark hair that hung 


in clusters, quite ovef his ears. He wore, as. 


I remember, a light overceat, which he held 
together at his waist with his hands, over a 
dark suit: and a soft felt hat. 

His greeting was gfacious and kindly, in- 
“ @piring me at once with confidence and 


placing me at ease amidst my new sur- . 


roundings. 

Our rehearsal proceeded smoothly and 
without incident. The company was a thor- 
oughly competent one, and the few sugges. 
tions made by Mr. Booth were given with 
gentle courtesy, and received and followed 
with well trained and respectful consid@ra- 
tion. 


I had played Laertes with many stars, 
both in this country and in England: so | 
was quite familiar with the usual business 
of the part, and as our only contact in the 
play was in the struggle by the grave of 
» Ophelia, in the churchyard, and the con- 
” test with the foils at the conclusion of the 
tragedy, little direction or matrection was 
necessary. 

In the former scene a brief explanation 
of his desires sufficed, and as both Mr. 
Booth and myself were familiar with the 
foils. a few moments practice left me with 
a clear understanding of his wishes as to 
the business of the latter episode. 

Night came. Of course I was exceedingly 
nervous. I had played nearly two years in 
New York, and was fortunate enough to be 
popular there, but here was another city. 
How. should I fare with a strange audience, 
to whom my personality was unknown, my 
temperament strange, and my methods an 
experiment? 


The Wonderful Hamlet of 
Edwin Booth. 


HAT an audience it was!. That grand 

old Baltimore theater was packed 
from the orchestra rail to the last row of 
seats in the gallery The boxes and the 
parquet filled with the culture, the beauty, 
the aristocracy of the city. What a glorious 
reception they gave Mr. Booth! The entire 
audience rose in their places and cheered. 
It was a spontaneous tribute of love and es. 
teem for*the man. Ther, they sat down tc 
appreciate the actor. 

My words, as Laertes, were few in the 
first scene—a mere formal request to the 
King for permission to return to France. 
So, I had an opportunity to observe him, too. 

“Booth’s Hamlet” was a familiar phrase 
to my ears, but I had been unable to find 
any written or published account of hie 
conception of this mueh discussed char 
acter, and I anticipated the pleasure of wit- 
nessing the performance with great interest 

I saw a slight youthful figure.in a tlack 
tunic and drapery, with dark waving hair 
clustering around a pale, thoughtful {ace, 
apparently free from “make up” or cés- 
metics, moving with a quiet digniw, his 
eyes indicating the deep sorrow of his heart,

 ytelds to Geneva, which, since John Calvin's 

time, has been called “the Protestant 
Rome.” 

Geneva ig td be the capital of the League 
of Nations, which is but another way of 
saying the capital of the worid. Thus the 

_ peace conferees at Paris have decided. 


It wag at President Wilson's sugge:.tion 
that this choice was made. Brussels had 
bidden for the honor; and France and Bel- 
gium urged many arguments to back the 
-claim of that beautiful city which had en 
dured so much at the hands of the Germans 


the house of Savoy. They 
‘ . dound they had merely exchanged “Wing 
Log for King Stork;” and for more than 
three centuries they struggled to get rid of 
the ally who presently unmasked himself 
as their oppressive master.

ANENT GENEVA. 


As if in a spirit of prophecy, Lord Byron, in the third canto of his “Childe 
- Harold,” couples Geneva, Switzerland, with Rousseau, whose birthplace it was 
and whose mighty pen made kingdoms topple. How appropriate that the place 
where democracy’s great pioneer first saw the light should now be made the 
‘stronghold of the democracy of the world, 
Byron says thus: 
Lake Leman woos me with its crystal face, 
The mirrot where the stars and mountains view 


The stiliness of their aspect in each trace 
Its clear depth yields of their fair metent and hue. . 


There, in a moment, we may plunge our years 
In fatal penitence, and in the blight

during the war. But Pfesident Wilson con- 


tended that the very fact that Brussels had 


suffered so keenly was the strongest argu- 


ment against creating it the capital of the 


democratized world. To the delegates who 
were deliberating on this subject, he is re- 


ported to have said: 
“You will not dare choose asthe capital 


of the League of Nations a city which incar- 


nates the enmity between races—a_ city 
which has been wronged, doubtless, but 
which makes a reconciliation between the 
peoples of Europe more distant by the very 
wrongs it has suffered.” And when the 
delegates, swayed by Mr. Wilson’s eld 
quence, chose the Swiss city of Geneva, his 
pepularity and that of Americans generally 
fell inte the discard with the French and 
Belgians; and the press of the two Gallic

ton Geneva spent money with almost reck- 
jess extravagance to develop and modernize 
the city, De la Rive, a conservative, ex- 
claimed: 

“They want to make Geneva the smallest 
of the great cities; oh, that they would only 
allow her to remain the greatest of the 
small cities!” 

And now, seventy years after he expressed 
this wish, it is about to be realized; for, 


from now on it is there that the Parlia- 


ment of Nations will hold its sessions and 
the roads from all ends of Basak will focus 
there. 

The census of 1911 gave Geneva in the 
neighborhood of 150,000 inhabitants, divided 
almost evenly between Protestants and 
Catholics. In point of languages the French 
preponderated nearly seven to one as com- 
pared with German. 

The city is the southwesternmost point of 
. Switzerland. It is on the picturesque Lake 
Leman (called also Lake Geneva) aud is 
divided into halves, the old and the new 
towns, by the historic River Rhone. The 
number seven figures geographically in Ge- 
peva as it does in Rome. The latter city 
has seven hills; Geneva, seven bridges. 


Famous Julius Caeser Took 
His Stand There. 


ENEVA, however, is of but recent date 

compared with Rome. it was little 
more than a village of the Allobroges, a 
Gallic tribe, when Rome was mistress of the 
world. Julius Caesar took his stand there 
when he heard that the Helvetians (the 
Swiss of ioday) had decided to emigrate 
from their own country, which they had 
come to consider as too cramping for their. 
national growth. 

“They shall not pass,” was Caesar's watch- 
word. And two-thirds of the Helvetian peo- 
ple perished in a futile attempt to force 
their passage through the Roman provi.ces. 
It was the beginning of the Gallic war, 
which lasted nine years and became the ful- 
crum by which Caesar raised nimself to the 
position of dictator of virtually the whole 
civilized world. | 

Few cities have produced so many illus- 
trious sons or been the arena for the ac 
tivity of so many great men as Geneva. Jean 
Jacques Rousseau was born there. And it 


is no small coincidence that the tity of his ae 


birth should have been choseti as 

of a League of Nations of a democratized 
world. Fer to no other one man does 
democracy owe a greater debt than to Rous- 
», seau, His pen was the flail which first set 
thrones a-tottering.

Byron Made Geneva Subject 
of His Poems. 
ORD BYRON’S noble tribute to both Ge 


neva and Rousseau constitutes almost 
the entire theme of the third canto of his 
magnificent “C Harold,” 

The same great poet has also celebrated 
the misfortunes of another Genevan in the 
well-known poem of “The Prisoner of Chil- 
jon.” 

Chillon is a castle on top of a crag which 
1000 feet 
shove Lake Leman. Here, early in the 
fifteenth century, Francois de Bonnivard, 
prior of St. Victor, was imprisoned. He was 
a patriot and had aided the citizens of Ge- 
neva in their struggle against the aggres- 


sions of the Duke of Savoy. Byron also 


wrote a sonnet on Chillon, separate from the 
more popular poem. In part, it is as fol- 
lows: 
“Ohillen, thy prison is a holy ai 

And thy sad floors an altar—for "twas 


Until his very steps have left 
‘Worn, as if thy cold pavement were a sod, 
By Bonnivard—may none those marks ef- 
face, 


Por they appeal from tyranny to God:” 

The Dukes of Savoy injected themselves 
into the affairs of Geneva in the thirteenth 
century and it was not until 1603 that the 
citizens of the hapless little republic were 
able to rid themselves at last from the un- 
weleome intrusion. 


Citizens of Geneva Found 
Themselves Ridden. 


T WAS but another illustration ef the 

truth of Phaedrus’s fable of the horse 
which requested the aid of man against its 
hothersome neighbor, the stag. Man per- 
suaded the horse that the best and quickest 
way to overcome the stag would be tw al- 
low man to bestride the horse's back. This 
was gladly acceded to; the stag was quickly 
vanquished; but never, since then, has the 
horse been able to rid his back of his ally. 

The bishop of Geneva, Robert of Genevois, 
ond the citizens of Geneva had a falling out 
in 1276, and the citizens invoked the aid of 


In 1462 he induced his son-in-law. 


But the Duke wreaked a terrible revenge. 
Louis XI 
of France, to forbid French merchants to 
attend the Genevan fairs; and, at the same 
time, the dates of the fairs at Lyons were 
rearranged to clash with those at Geneva. 
Ruin to the Genevan fairs was the almost 
immediate result. 


Geneva has been a Christian community 
since A. D. 400. It was raised to an episco- 
pate in that year, the first incumbent being 
Fishop Isaac. . 


Built on Foundations 
Laid by Caesar. 


1S church appears to have been a wood- 
en structure erected upon a founda- 
tion which was probably part of the wall 
which Caesar. had thrown up against the 
Helvetians. 


Both the Roman masonry and Bishop 
Isaac’s wooden beams, scorched by a fire 
caused by an invader, form part of the sub- 
structure still visible beneath the cathedral 
erected in the twelfth centry. Portions of 
a third layer beneath the cathedral belong 
to a stone church edifice put up in A. D. 
£13 by Sigismund, King of the Burgundians, 
to signalize his conversion to Christianity. 

An interesting circumstance in connec- 
tion with the dedication of this church is 
that the sermon preached on that occasion 
by St. Avitus, archbishop of Vienne, ia still 
extant. St. Avitus, who was related to the 
Roman Emperor, was a poet of no mean 
capacity. One of hig poems, “The Expul- 
sion from Paradise,” in 2552 Latin hexa- 
meter lines, is said to have furnished much 
material to Milton in the creation of “Para- 
dise Lost.” 

In 1532, William Favel, a Protestant 
preacher from Dauphine, who had just won 
Vaud, a Swiss canton, to Protestantism, 
made his appearance at Geneva. His suc 
cess Was so considerable that he established 
his home there and, in the following year, 
Geneva entered into closer religious rela- 
tions with the Swiss city of Berne, which 
bad embraced Protestantism. Fribourg, 
which remained loyal to its old faith, with- 
drew from the alliance with Geneva. 

On August 10, 1535, Geneva formally 
adopted Protestantism. 


The Advent of Cone 
in Geneva. 


YEAR later, John Calvin, a refugee. 
from France, stopped at Geneva, in- 
tending to remain there only one night. 
Favel induced him to protract bis visit. In 
1538 the opposition succeeded in having 
Favel and Calvin expelled; but, although 
Favel never returned, Calvin went back in 
1541, and gained such an ascendancy that 
he was soon enabled to set up a theocratic 
form of government, with himself at the 
head. He was, at that time, in his thirty- 
second year. 
The site of Calvin’s house, at Geneva, is 
at 13 Grand Rue. That of Rousseau, which 
still stands, is at 40, the same street. 
Another celebrity who came to Geneva 
intending to spend only one day there, but 
was unable to get away, was the unfortu- 
nate Michael Servetus, one of the greatest 
of physicians and theologians of his time. 
He had once met Calvin at Paris, where 
Servetus, was lecturing at the university 
Years afterward Servetus began {correspond- 
ing with Calvin and, in 1545, sent him th» 
manuscript of a work entitled “The Regtor- 
ation of Christianity.” 
It was an elaborate anti-trinitarian argu- 
ment, notable chiefly because it contains 
scientific data showing that Servetus ant.- 
dated the great Harvey in the theory con- 
cerning the circulation of the blood. it 
likewise shows that he was hundreds of 
years ahead of his age in discoveries con-

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A Momentous Meeting. 


NQUESTIONABLY the most important 

gathering of men vitally interested in 
the growing of fruits and vegetables ever 
held in the West will be opened at River- 
side Monday morning. It will be a sextuple 
convention of fruft and vegetable growers, 
horticultural experts, entomologists and 
nurserymen—the first time important State 
and Coast bodies have ever met jointly to 
discuss problems of these industries. It is 
doubly important because of the fact that 
last year, on account of the influenza epi- 
demic, none of the conventions was held. 
This year a world of questions and answers 
will be heard regarding problems which 
have come up in the past two years or 
which remain unsolved through several 
years. 

The effect of this joint meeting of grow- 
ers, officials and entomologists will be wide- 
spread. A project for an inter-State agree- 
ment on plant and seed quarantines is up 
for settlement. The growers and horticul- 
tural commissioners will both profit from an 
exchange of views. A better feeling and a 
more complete understanding of the duties 
and responsibilities of all concerned will 
undoubtedly result. 

Some of the most notable experts and stu- 
dents of horeiculture and agriculture in 
Amertea will be present to give the dele- 
gates the benefit of long study and investi- 
gation. The better farming idea, magnified 
by war’s demands, will be the keynote of 
tae joint meeting. 


No Bolshevism There, 


ONEST labor, whether in field, workshop, 
store or office, is at once a preventa- 

tive of and cure for Bolshevism. The in- 
sidious germ cannot live in an atmosphere 
permeated by toil. Successfyl labor re- 
pulses it. “This is the reason,” says Presi- 
dent Volney H. Craig of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau, “that there are no 
Bolsheviks among honest-to-God farmers.” 
The farmer, sometimes working all of the 
daylight hours and often far into the night 


in order that he and his family may live | 


well, and that his children may be educated, 
finds anarchistic teachings particularly ab- 


 horrent and alien to his conception and 


mode of life. His toil is rewarded by crops 
which bring to him a feeling that he is not 
subject to the control of others; that he has 


achieved a good living by his own efforts | 


and brain. Who can say that this is not the 


highest reward of labor? 


The Bolshevik who agrees to place his 
own hot air and the result of the farmer's 
labor into a common pot and divide equally 
dovus not get a hearing with the tiller of the 
soil. Optimism born of the eternal justice 
of labor’s reward cannot be put into the 
saine pot with the pessimistic offer to level 
distinctions, conditions and ambitions. The 
farmers Of America will always stand as 
a bulwark against the kind of thing which 
has overwhelmed Russia. 


Farm Laud Values.

alone gained in 1915 and led in the relative 
advance in 1916, it lost its lead ia 1917, and, 
moreover, fell far behind the relative gain 
in the price of crops and live stock in that 
year and in 1918. 


From 1914 to 1915 farm land value, not in- 


cludiog: that of buildings, increased 11 per 
cent., while the price of crops and live stock 
lost 3 per cent. In the following year land 
value went up 23 per cent. above 1914 and 
the price of crops and live stock also ad- 
vanced, but only by 12 per cent. A reversal 
of the relativity of these movements ap- 
peared in@1917, wher land value gained only 
38 per cent, on 1914 and crops and live 
stock gained 74 per cent. The divergence 
increased in 1918, since the gain above 1914 
was 50 per cent. for land value and 97 per 
cent .for crops and live stock. 

Farm land value is supposed to be re- 
lated, at any rate largely related, to the net 
profit of farming, and in fact it is often 
somewhat affected even by single years of 
high or scant profit, yet the value of farm 
land advanced in 1915, although the price of 
crops and live stock declined, in comparison 


than price did in 1916; but, on the other 
hand, its relative gain in 1917 and 1918 was 
far from equaling that of price. There has 
been much disparity, first on oné side and 
then on the other, between the two move- 
ments of land value and product price.

The application of the principles of bud 
selection is in the pioneer stage. For this 
reason the possibility of service by trained 
men ig particularly great and the beneficial 
results are likely to be of more than ordi- 
nary value. It is the purpose of this discus- 
sion to point out ways and means of intro- 
ducing and applying methods of individual 
tree study and care, bud selection, and the 
propagation of the best strains for the im-

The crop has been highly variable at 
times, however, on account of severe 
droughts which visit the republic. The pre 
duction in 1917: went to 77,393,000 bushels.

production does not mean simply the origi- 
nation of new varieties. Many people seem 
to think that plant improvement means only 
‘the creation of new kinds of plants. I feel 
that in the-case of the citrus the important 
ork to be aceomplished ig the conserva- 
tion and maintenance of the proven varie- 
tiles which are adapted to our conditions of 
culture and the demands of the markets. 
While new varieties of great value have been 
originated through bud selection as, for ex- 
ample, thc Washington navel orange, we are 
concerned more with the problem of hold- 
ing this variety true than in trying to origi- 
nate another variety to take its place. 

The success of the citrus industry in 
California has been due to the culture of a 
few varieties Thig condition has resulted 
in a valuable reputation for comparatively 
uniform grops from a few well known Calli- 
fornia citrus fruits. The experience of Cali- 
fornia citrus growers in this connection is 
having a profound effect upon citrus propaga- 
tion and planting in other districts and in 
the planting of other fruit crops. For exam- 
nle,in Florida the nurserymen and growers 
have recently adopted five proven and és- 
tablished citrus varieties to be recommended 
for propagation and planting where many 
times thig number have been propagated and 
recommended by nurserymen and others in 
the past. Among deciduous fruits the same 
tendency is in evidence. As experience has 
shown that only a few apple varieties are 
really worthy of commercial planting the in- 
telligent buyers of nursery trees are demand- 
ing more and more only those standard 
varieties instead of experimenting with ex- 
travagantly praised new varieties, which

oftentimes bring serious disappointment to 
the growers. 

I have no objection, of course, to expert- 
mental work with new varieties, but my con- 
tention is that these trials should be con- 
fined to small experimental plantings and 
not attempted in commercial orcharding. | 
know of no more grievous error than to ad- 
vise a grower to plaut a fruit variety of un- 
known value. With annual crops a variety 
mistake can be rectified with comparatively 
small loss. With an orchard, however, the 
condition ig entirely different. The growers 
plant trees which usually require several 
years of growth to bring into full fruiting. 
If the variety is wrong, several years of 
work and expense are wasted. Advice as to 
variety should be confined to recommenda- 
tions for those kinds of fruits which have 
become firmly established not only from the 
cultural but the market standpoint. 

The object of our investigation has been 
to determine the facts with regard to bud 
variation and bud selection in the citrus va- 
rieties grown commercially in California. 

VARIATIONS FREQUENT. 

In the beginning of our studies we discov- 

ered that the phenomenon of bud variation 

occurrence in the citrus 
trees of all of the varieties under investiga- 
tion. We soon found that these variations 
were of profound importance to the business 
of growing and marketing the crops of these 
varieties. We determined the fact that each 
variety was made up of groups of individuals « 
which differ from all other individuals of the 
variety in one or more constant and recog- 
nizable ch racteristics capable of perpetua- 
tion through vegetative propagation. These 
groups we have called “strains. We were 
able to prove that these strains arose from 
striking bud variations or mutations which 
for the most part had been unintentionally 
propagated by nurserymen and others. It 
was apparent that these various strains, as 
is the case with a large number of varieties, 
had an important commercial influence upon 
the quantity, quality and value of the crops 
produced in the citrus orchards. 

It seemed important to determine the com- 
parative value of these strains for commer- 
cial orcharding, to discover and introduce 
methods for isolating and propagating the 
valuable ones and for eliminating the in- 
ferior strains. The detailed results of our 
work along this line have been presented in 
bulletins issued or in course of publication 
by the United States Department of Agricul- 


ested persons. In this discussion I will try 
to summarize some of our findings and if 
further information upon any particular 
point is desired I am always glad of the op- 
portunity to discuss these matters either 
personally or through correspondence. 

Our studies have been conducted for the 
most part with the Washington navel or 
ange, the Valencia orange, the Sureka 
lemon, the Lisbon lemon, the Marsh grape- 
fruit, and the Dancy tangerine varieties. Our 
work has been carried on by means of sys- 
tematic individual-tree performance records 
and careful studies of variety, strain, and 
tree characteristics. In the beginning, six 
months was spent in a survey of the lead- 
ing citrus districts of Southern California 
in order that suitable locations could be 
found where the conditions were most favor- 
able for a continuous and uninterrupted in- 
vestigation. Naturally, 
methods of culture, and other environmental 
conditions were carefully considered. Inas- 
much as our work has been conducted in 
commercial orchards, we were concerned 


with the element of co-operation with the 


zrowers, We have been very fortunate from 
the beginning in securing and holding the 
hearty co-operation of the growers with 
whom we have worked. In this way the 
investigation has been carried on under prac- 
tical orchard conditions and at a minimum 
of public expertise. 
THE PLAN OF STUDY.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 7 
On the ranch of the American Fruit_Dis- 
tributors the ranchers learned of an ex- 


periment which Manager W. EB. Wilson will 
undertake—the planting about June 15th of 
sixty acres with tomato seed to try for fall 
tomatoes. One of Mr. Wilson's demonstra- 
tions is in the value of barnyard manure. 
He took thirty acres which had been crop- 
ped with melong for a number of years and 
which has a rental value of $15 or $20. 
a cost of $2.per acre he applied manure and 
the cartaloupe vines are in thrifty condi- 
tion with every prospect of equalling in 
production the “cants” from the $40 and 
$45 land. 

The tour was compléted late in the after- 

noon with visits to the hog ranch of R. N. 
Miller, who has good farm buildings, and 
fine Durocs, and to the ranch of BE. H. Agee, 
who has registered Holsteins. The latter's 
herd sire, is a son of King Valdessa. The 
two nearest dams of the herd sire average 
thirty-six and one-half pounds of butter in 
seven days. On the run south attention was 
called to the famous Timken ranch, o 
which C. O. Bullis is manager, and the 101 
Ranch, managed’ by F. J. Davidson. The 
rancher-excursionists were asked to note 
the comfortable houses and tent houses sup 
plied for the labor these two ranches, 
which is given as the chief reason why 
they have “had little trouble in retaining 
labor. 

At the end of the trip one rancher ex- 

himself as follows: 

“T've been in the valley nine years and 
I thought I knew it. But my eyes were 
opened today. I see I’ve been so busy with 
my own place that I haven't kept pace 
with what is going on about me. I really 
didn’t know how big the Imperial Valley 
is, how much good farming land there is 
and how we have adwanced in the last 
few rs.”

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SUNFLOWER SEEDS 
HELP MOLTING HENS. 


Plant sunflowers along the chicken yard, 
the fence, or in that waste spot, and help 
your hens through the molting season. 
Sunflowers may be planted any time in 
Southern California and they occupy the 
ground but three months in thé year. Sun- 
flower seeds contain an ofl that seems to 
help the hens throw off. their old feathers 
and put on a new coat, but the seed should 
be fed in moderation or a second molt may 
result, 

Grow the giant varieties, which, in this 
favored region produce heads fifteen and 
eighteen inches across. They love a sandy 
‘loam but will grow well in any soil when 
‘supplied liberally with water. Get the fowls 
used to the seed gradually. A few weeks 
before molting time give the chickeys a 
light meal two or three times a week only. 
Gradually increase this to a meal every day. 
Sunflower seeds may be fed in any conj 
venient form, either scattered in a litter, 
fed whole with grain or crushed and stirred 
in with the mash. The seeds make ah ex- 
cellent winter food, but the seeds should be 


fed in moderation at all times except in the

The Bureau of Statistics of the 
Depastment of Agriculture in the census of 
1910, reported there were 21,801,000) milch 
cows in the United States. What a vast dif- 
ference to Uncle Sam’s resources if the low 
average per cow in this country was raised 
to that of Denmark. Any dairyman with a 
good pencil could figure what the profits 
would be. If Uncle Sam had the difference 
between the two standards and figured at 
the prevailing price of $1 per pound, he 
could pay off the next Liberty Loan in three 


years. 
Investigations by experiment stations 
and the leading dairy breeds associations 
show that there are a great number of cows 
yielding greatly in excess of the low aver- 
age. It is true that all dairymen cannot 
have Duchess Skylock Ormsbys with some 
1500 pounds of butter per year, or Tilly 
gee ge with some 34,000 pounds of milk 
a year, yet every dairyman should have a 
sufficiently high standard to insure him a 
fair profit from each and every cow. 
“Breed judiciously, feed intelligently, and 
weed fearlessly” should be the motto of 
every dairy farmer

Ordinarily the method advocated is to 
grade up common cows with a pure-bred 
bull, requiring a number of years of patient 
selection and breeding, a period sometimes 
discouraging to an energetic dairymans 
Frequently this causes farmers who want 
results too quickly to change breeds. _. 

It is expensive to buy mature dairy cows 
that are free from disease, that have good 
breeding and show desirable productive 
ability, Often, especially in new dairy 
sections, a farmer buys mature stock with- 
out being properly prepared to care for it, 
and many discouragements follow. To a 
great extent most of this difficulty can be 
avoided by buying good grade heifer calves 
from herds of well-established milk produc- 
tion. In some dairy regions it is a com- 
mon practice to sell the heifer calves for 
veal. These calves, while ofly grades, are 
usually from good producing ancestors and 
carry a productive ability much greater 
than common cows. 

The buying of such calves to start dairy 
herds has been tried in several States with 
excellent results. Of course, the cost of 
small calves ig much less than mature ani- 


“mals, and the danger of disease is also 


not always possible to determine the breed- 
ing of the calves, and calves that are 
physically unfit may be shipped. 

In some cases shipments are made C.0.D., 
which enables the buyer to see the calves 
before paying for them. A man who sells 
calves in this way makes a special effort 
to please his customers. It seems desir- 
able, especially in sparsely settled sec- 
tions, that more attention be given to per- 
fecting a satisfactory system of distributin< 
dairy calves to farmers.

\ Decrease in milk production, losses of 
tive weight, discontent, and unfest are pro 
moted among herds during the summer 
months as the consequence of the activities 
of the common stable fly and horn fly. An 
average decrease in milk flow of from 25 
to 40 per cent. is*not uneommon as the di- 
rect result of files and the extreme heat of 


summer, according to dairy of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Remedies are darkened barns, stable sani- 
tation, and spraying with fly repellants. 
Thorough treatment of manure, ité daily re- 
moval from the barn to a distance, the use 
of hanging burlap or other devices in the 
barn doors to brush flies from the animals, 
baited fly traps placed outside the barn, and 
closed milk pails are among the necessary 
requirements for keeping flies away. 

‘The stable fly, armed with biting mouth 
parts, punctures the hide of cows and sucks 
eon blood, while the horn fly locates at 

of the norns, where it irritates the 
skin and causes the formation of conges- 
tions which resemble mosquito bites. Both 
especies of these files propagate rapidly and 
require only from ten to sixteen days in 
which to hatch their eggs and produce new 
hordes of pests which operate for cow dis- 
comfort. 

The stabling of cows during the heat of 
the day in cool, darkened barns is recom- 
mended as one of the best means of elimi- 
nating the fiy evil, provified adequate labor 
is available to keep the stables clean and 
sanitary. As manure provides an ideal 
breeding material for flies, it is imperative 


that none of it be allowed to accumulate 


in or around the stable. Spraying the ani- 
mals with some fly repellant, such as kero- 
gene emulsion, is an effective remedy, but 
requires repeated applications. Repellants 


should be used with great care, as no good |! 


one has yet been devised which is not likely 
to slightly taint the milk. It is best to 
spray the cows just before milking each 
evening, using a hand spray pump or apply- 
ing it with a brush or a sponge. There are 
some anti-fly solutions on the market which 
are more less effective. Most of them 
consist of some coal-tar product combined 
with either fish oil, oil of tar, or rosin. 
Lime sprinkled about the barn_on manure is 
also useful in destroying files. 

To prepare kerosene emulsion—one of the 
cheapest and best home-made fly repellants— 
dissolve one-half pound of yellow soap in a 
gallon of soft water heated to the boiling 
point, and with this combine two gallons of 
kerosene in a barrel where the solution can 
be churned vigorously, Dilute this mixture 
with six gallons of water. This amount of

Bend irrigation project is to be revived at 
once by A. Gillosple, an Okiahomea 
millionaire, who is to put at least $1,000,000 
of his own money into the enterprise, A 
couple of weeks ago he bought of the Santa 
Fe Company, through W. J. Murphy of Phoe- 
nix, absolute title to 72,000 acres of land in 
this vicinity, land that had been located 
with Moqui reservation scrip ten years ago.

Now word has come that Mr. Gillis Aa 
has made the project complete through 
purchase, from Charles F. Ainsworth of 
Phoenix, of ‘the entire stock and water right 
holdings of the Gila Water Compan}, held 
by him subject to a lien of the Valley Bank 
Adjustment Company, now satisfied. Mr. 
Ainsworth is understood to have taken 4 
considerable stock interest in the enterprise 
as part payment.

of the new irrigation works planned. 
Charles E. Crowley, who dug the original 
canal, now of the Sherer Construction Com- 
pany, Los Angeles, is to come back, to re- 
pair the forty-mile canal, at an estimated 
cost’ of $75,000, and build a new bed-rock 
diversion dam, figured at $650,000. The old 
dam was destroyed by flood, as it had been 
merely placed on the sand, but the abut- 
ments and headworks are still in place.

hed not been affected by stale or other in- 
sect pests or fungus diseases. Uniform cul 
taral practices were followed up to the time 
that our studies were finished. No rebudding 
had been carried on until after our studies 
had demonstrated the advisability of top- 
working the undesirable trees.. In other 
words the environmental conditions were 
such that:comparative individual fruit and 
tree characteristics could be studied intelli- 
gently. Similar conditions were secured for 
the performance-record plats of the other 
citrus varieties which were subsequently 
studied. 

Usually, one hundred trees were incladed 
in a performance-record plat. As a rule 
each plat was formed by taking five rows of 
trees containing twenty trees each. These 
Plats were carefully located in each orchard 
so that any apparent environmental? cause of 
differences in individual-tree behavior was 
avoided. In all cases the sources of buds 
from which the trees were propagated and 
the kind of stocks used were known. The 
trees in these plats were given individual 
tree numbers so that the records could be 
kept without confusion. This system has 
since been extensively adopted by orchard- 
ists in order to carry out individual-tree care. 

Each tree was picked separately. The 
fruits were studied individually and assorted 
into commercial and sizes. The 
weight and number of fruits in each grade 
and each size were recorded, . Variable fruits 
were classified and when particularly strik- 
ing variations were discovered they were 
raced to the branches which produced them. 
These variable limbs were then kept under 
close observation during the entire period of 
our studies. . 

. While our data from the individual trees 
and branches in these trees are of funda- 
mental importance, we believe that the_in- 
timate tree and fruit knowledge gained dur- 
‘ng our individual tree studies is of the 
most value and importance. Our systematic 
performance records enabled us to gain an 
invaluable definite knowledge of the fruit 
and tree characteristics which otherwise 
would have been impossible. Therefore, we 
feel that our yield data are only a part of the 
story. The other and most valuable feature 
is that more or less intangible faculty of 
finding and identifying tree and ‘ruit char- 
acteristics which is only developed by con- 
stant and concentrated systematic study. We 


‘Phave been fortunate in that we have been 


able to give this: work our undivided atten- 
tion for nearly ten years. We have about 
ecncluded our studies of the tree® of the, 
different strains in the original performance 
record plats and are now undertaking the 
study of other plats which consist of pro- 
genies from select trees of the original 


INDIVIDUAL VARIABILITY. 
In order to illustrate this phase of our 
studies we will refer only to the variability 
of the individual trees in some of our Wash- 


ington navel orange plats. It is fairly typical 
of this condition in the trees of the cther 
varieties in similar plats. 

In the studies of the fruits from the 
typical Washington navel orange trees it 
was found that occasionally one or more 
fruits, very different and distinct from the 
typical Washington navel oranges—such as 
those typical of the Golden Nugget, Austra- 
jian Corrugated, Yellow, or Thomsongtrains, 
oecurred in the crop. This astonishing con- 
dition led to a careful study of the occur- 
rence of these fruit variations in trees of 
the Washington strain before vicking. It 
was soon found that the individual fruit vart 
ations, such as the Golden Nugget oranges 
in a Washington strain tree, correspond in 
all particulars to the fruits borne by the 
Occidental Golden Nugget trees found in the 
orchards in which'the performance record 
p'ats were located. 

One of the first and most important indt- 
vidual fruit variations observed in a Wash- 
ington strain tree in 1910 in one of the per- 
formance-record plats was an Australian 
navel orange. Shortly after the discovery 
of this single fruit variation, a limb in a 
near-by Washington tree was found to bear 
a large number of these typical AMustralian 
fruits. A further study of this orchard re- 
vealed several trees bearing all or nearly all 
Australian fruits and having the peculiar up- 
right habit of growth so characteristic of the 
‘trees of this strain. 

A study of the occurrence of the single 
fruit variations found in some of the Wash- 
ington trees revealed their occurrence in 
other trees as limb sports and in other 
eases as individual trees. For example, 
typical unproductive limbs were found in 
severa) trees and soon thereafter unproduc- 
tive trees having the game foliage and habit 
of growth characteristics as the unproduc- 
tive limbs were found scattered throughout

the orchard. 

In addition to these very striking and un- 
mistakable limb and fruit variations in the 
Washington trees found in our performance- 
record plats, many other Jess striking varia- 


en Nugget. Othéra have sections which are 
Avetralian. Many ave raised or sunken 
sections of distinct texture,.color and other 
markings. These phenomena have noteas 
yet been carefully. studied and their signi- 
ficance and importance is not fully wnder- 
«tood ‘ 

It should be stated in this connection that 
our observations have of necessity been con- 
fined to comparatively few trees and a wider 
range of study will likely discover many ad- 
ditional and interesting variations. Several 


«uch instances have been brought to our at- 


tention. 


Some of the trees in our performance rec 


ord plats have shown but few or none of 
these variations. It is probable that some 
important variations did exist but were over- 
looked. Furthermore, it seems probable 
that many variations are always overlooked 
because of our lack of knowledge concern- 
ing the characteristics of such variations 
and their significance. 

Certain trees in the plats .ave been pro- 
ductive of very many variations year after 
year. The trees of some strains are more 
prolific in variations than those of other 
strains. For example, our Thomson trees 
have proven to be more variable than our 
Washington trees. This condition is ex- 
tremely significant when considered from 
the viewpoint of securing bud wood for 
propagation. 
STRAINS OF CITRUS. 

In our performance record plats we found 
a total of fourteen strains of the Washington 
navel orange, twelve Valencia orange strains, 


seven strains of the March grapefruit, eight 
strains of the Eureka lemon, and five strains 
of the Lisbon lemon. In these plats these 
strains occurred as individual trees and had 
evidently been propagated unintentionally. 
In the ‘Washington navel orange, the Golden 
Nugget, the Thomson and the Yellow strains 
have been propagated commercially on a 
smal] Bcale, 


We selected the Washington navel orange | 


for our first study largely on account of the 
fact that the trees were propagated on sweet 
seedling orange stocks and if the Washing- 
ton buds failed to grow and the stocks de- 
veloped in their stead, there could not be 
any question as to this condifion. Sweet 
seedlings do not produce Washington navel 
orange trees. 

In deciduous orchards whenever a strange 
tree is found its presence is usually ex- 
plained on the ground that the tree is a 
“seedling.” 
in the case of the off-type tree that the bud 
did not grow and that the seedling grew in 
its place and produced the different tree. 
This age-worn explanation of the origin of 
the variations of deciduous fruits is undoubt- 
edly responsible for much misleading infor- 


} mation as to the origin of the new varieties. 


In view of the fact that many apple orchrads 
are propagated upon French pear stock the 
absurdity of this explanation is apparent in 
such cases. Yet we have repeatedly heard 
it offered by growers of such orchards. We 
have been taught so forcibly that the varia- 
tiens found in our orchards are of seedling 
origin that usually no other exilanation is 
considered. In recent years, however, more 
caution is usually being observed when con- 
sidering the origin of these variations which 
have sometimes been propagated and intro- 
duced as new varieties. The loose and often-

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ELIMINATED BY MODERN TRACTOR. 
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ARMER boys of the future will study 
mechanics as they do agriculture, for 
power farming is coming to be common 

practice throughout the land. While the 
tractor may not entirely supplant horses, it 
is replacing a huge number of them and it is 
eliminating the drudgery from the life of the 
farmer and his hired hands. 

The automobile brought the country dwell- 
ers nearer the city, for by annihilating dis- 
tance, the time of the farmer was saved and 
the loneliness of his location was overcome. 
The tractor is saving the time of the farmer, 


_ for it enables him to do the Same amount of 


work performed with hofses in much less 
time. Instead of spending weeks in plow- 
ing, the tractor, by reason of multiplied 


‘power and its ability to work continuously 


for long stretches of time, will do the same 
amount of work in a few days, This time 
saved can be utilized in doing other work 
with productive results, or the farmer can 
have more time to do the things that are 
pleasant. More boys have left farms be- 
cause of the dreary drudgery of their work, 
and its never ending routine, than for any 
other reason, and the advent of the power 
machines on the farm is causing many sons 
to stay on the home place who might other- 
wise have answered the cal] of the city. 
POWER FARM NECESSITY. 

Usually a substitute is inferior to the 
original whose place it is supposed to take, 
but in the case of the tractor the power fur- 
nished is superior to that of the horse. The 
sole purpose of a horse on the farm fs in 
furnishing power for agricultural work. The 
sole object of a tractor is to supply that 
same power. Edison termed a horse “a hay 
burner” and said he was no more efficient 
ac an engine than a power machine asing 
hay for fuel. A horse is heavy, with the 
weight distributed over four feet the surface 
of which are small when coming in coatact 
with the earth. Soft soil causes the animal 
to sink, and a great deal of his power is 
wasted in pulling his feet out of the holes 
they make. A tractor may possess the pow- 
er of twenty or twenty-five horses and yet 
occupy but little more space than one or two 
and its weight is so evenly distributed over 
the surface of the earth that the pressure 
per square inch is less than that of the 
borse, which is capable of doing but a frac- 
tion of the work of the machine. The broad 
wheels or endless belt tracks of the tractor 
enable it to go anywhere, as the historic per- 
formances of the “tanks” have demonstrated 
on the battlefields. 

The fafmer who uses power machines is 
more or less independent of the element of 
chance which characterizes the horse-power 
operation. Knowing the rating of his trac- 
tor, and equipping it with modern farm im- 
‘plements, he can perform a given piece of 
work in a specified time, whether it rains, or 
there is a drought, or the sun is staggering- 
ly hot. There is nothing to upset his plans. 
Horses have the human qualities of suffer- 
ing from extreme heat or cold, and their 
pulling power is diminished or vitiated by 
adverse climatic conditions, The tractor, 
being an insensible machine, knows neither 
cold nor heat, fatigue nor hunger. Th»? fuel 
it consumes is not food. The horse requires! 
the crop equivalent of one out of every six 
acres devoted to agriculture. 

WORK SPEEDED UP.

the whole day. The same man can operate 
the tractor, and instead of following the 
fvrrow, he can sit on a comfortable seat and 
guide the willing worker back and forth 
across the field. No stops need be made for 
resting, or a drink, and the machine will 
keep on chugging hour after hour with the 
same effectiveness through night or day, so 
long as the fuel tank is kept full. 


While it is true that the better the man 
who operates a tractor the better will Be the 
work accomplished, at the same time the 
average tractor ig simple enough to enable 
anyone to master its operation after some 
instruction. On many of the machines the 
steering wheel and clutches are no harder to 
operate than those of an automobile, and 
many a farmer, who finds himself short- 
handed, with a lot of work to do, has been 
able to carry on almost continuous plowing, 
or cultivating by having his young son, or a 
daughter or the wife take turns at the wheel. 
It has been the experience of most tractor 


ing the grain, and will pull a string of 
heavily loaded wagons to the grain ware- 
houses or to market. In the winter months 
a farmer can use his tractor to cut up the 
wood needed for fuel or fence posts or re 
pairs, and if he has sufficient trees in his 
woodlot he can add to his,income by cutting 
up the dead and weak trees and selling the 
wood in nearby towas. 

So many ways have been found in which 
ithe tractor can Le used to advantage that 
there is very little occasion for storing it 
away, but if that time does come the farmer 
need not worry about the cost of keeping it 
in idleness, for it consumes fuel only when 
at work, and protected by a canvas covering, 
or backed into the barn, the iron horse will 
stay “put” unti] needed again for work, de- 
manding neither the time nor attention of 
its owner.

IMPLEMENTS IMPROVED. 

The use of a tractor enables many farmers 
to put into operation other labor-saving im- 
plements not possible with horses, Im- 
plement makers have devised new ma- 
chines to be used in conjunction with them, 
which greatly simplify and shorten the work 
of the farmer. A farm possessing this mod- 
ern equipment can grow larger crops of 
better quality than under old conditions; and 
thus the néw machinery is more than paid 
for by increased earnings. 

ccording to statistics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, it has 
heen the experience of a majority of trac- 
tor owners to enlarge their farms, either by 
tiew purchases or by leasing adjacent land, 
because with the greater power furnished 
by their tractors and the use of up-to-date 
implements more work can be done in less 
time than formerly. It has furthermore 
been demonstrated that where tractors are 
used to plow fields greater crops can be 
produced therefrom, because the machines 
plow deeper and do the work more unl 
formly than horses. 

On the Pacific Coast grain farmers have 
been enabled to grow grain on the same land 
veason after season when tractors are ased, 
whereas with horses it was necessary to 
summer fallow, or leave the land He idle, 
“each alternate year. The reason was that 
during the long, hot, months of the dry sea- 
son when no rains fell, the ground would 
become so hard after the crop was har- 
vested that it could not be plowed by horses 
until the winter rains softened it. By using 
tractors, the ground is now plowed immedi- 
ately after the crop is off, and the stubble 
turned under to fertilize the soil and render 
it suitable for planting again the next 
spring. 

A VERSATILE HELPER. 

Aside from its ability to do all the pulling 

work done by horses, the tractor supplies the 


| Loveland, San and Central ave-

Several trees both of orange and lemon ve 
r-eties were pruned by Mr. | Hodgson. He 
strongly advised against severe pruning, 
euggesting that the aim to be held in mind 
in pruning older trees should be to dis- 
tribute the response uniformly over the en- 
tire bearing surface rather than to make a 
few severe cuts and thus localize it. Keep- 
ing the tree fairly open to the entrance of 
light and carefully removing inferior 

of growth were other suggestiong given.

times erroneous assumption that every of 
type tree is a “chance seedling” ts so deeply 
ingrained, however, that it will take many 
years to correct it. 

Fortunately, in the citrus where lemons 
and grapefruit are budded on orange stocks 
such assumption is not possible. The or- 
ange stocks when allowed to grow come rea- 
sonably true to seed so that the assumption 
of seedling origin in the case of the Valencia 
orange, as well as in the Washington navel 
variety, is untenable. 

When a strange tree is discovered in an 
orchard the facts coneerning its origin 
should be ascertained. Unless it is definite- 
ly known to the growth from a seed, or 
wnless it can be proven that ft is a bud vari- 
ation, only the facts concerning its discovery 
should be stated. If its origin is unknown, 
it should be so stated. 

COMPARATIVE VALUE. 3 
’ The strains of each variety studied differ 
in many characteristics which we have 
found capable of perpetuation and therefore 
may be said io be inherent. These charac- 
teristics include shape, size, seed content, 
color, texture, and other characteristics of 
the fruits; the habit of growth, the number 
and size of suckers, geason of fruit ripening, 
number and weight of fruits, size, shape and 
density of foliage, thorniness, and other t 
characteristics. It can be readily seen that 
these strains vary ereatly in their compara- 
tive commercial value, as has been demon- 
strated to be the case. 


crops of fruit which are typical of the va- 
riety and from which the reputation of this 
variety has been developed. The Thomson 
strain trees produce naval oranges but the 
fruits have, as a rule, a smoother texture 
and thigner rind. a brighter reddish-orange 
color, coarser rag and juice of inferior flavor 
to that of the Washington navel fruits. The 
Golden Nugget strain trees have a peculiar 
dwarf habit of growth and bear yellowish- 
orange colored fruits. The rind of the Gold- 
en Nugget oranges has a®characteristic ar- 
rangement of the oil cells which gives the 
fruits an unmistakable appearance. The 
rag, the quantity and quality of the juice in 
the Golden Nugeet oranges, as well as their 
light color, are inferior, from the commercial 


standpoint, to those characteristics of the 


Washington fruits. 

The Australian strain trees have a mark- 
edly upright habit of growth which makes 
them conspicuous in the orchard as a rule. 
They usually bear irregular crops of un 
satisfactory fruits. 
bear yellow navel oranges, usually having 
distinctive color markings and ridges, which 
render them inferior commercially to the 
Washington fruits. The Ribbed, Pear-shape, 
Protruding-Navel, Corrugated and Long 
strains have fruits which on account of 


inferior value and makes them for the most 
part worthless from the commercial stand- 
point. The unproductive strain trees are the 
drones of navel orange orchards and are 
absolutely valueless. 

The Dry strain trees produce fruits pusses- 
eing but little or no juice, which makes them 
not only worthless but when included in the 
peck for the market they are certain to 
damage the reputation of the crop as a 
whole. We have also a seedy navel orange 
strain in which each section, both in the 
primary and secondary portions of the fruit, 
usually contain seeds. As these fruits can 
not be certainly distinguished by outside ap- 
pearance from the seedless navel oranges, 
they are likely to be sent to market as seed- 
less fruits, thus damaging the reputation of 
the California navél oranges as a whole. 

The trees of the various strains produce 
characteristic amounts of fruit as measured 
by the number and weight of oranges, some 
of the straing bearing regular heavy crops 
under normal conditions while others pro- 
duce very lightly or practically not at all 
under the same conditions. The trees of 
some of the strains produce. early ripening 
crops as’ compared with the Washington 
trees while others produce later ripening 
crops. The trees of some strains produce 
many large suckers while the trees of other 
straing in our plats have not dev 
any suckers during our observation. The 
trees of some strains produce relatively 
many and large thorns while the trees of 
ocher strains are practically thornless. The 
trees of some strains are brittle and easily 
broken when carrying their crops while the 
trees of other strains do not break down 
under similar conditions, 

I might go on and list many other tree 
and fruit characteristics of the different 
navel orange strains if space permirted. 
Enough has been said, however, I believe, 
to point out that very great and important 
differences in strains do exist. What has 
heen said of the strains of the navel orange 
applies to the strains of every other citrus 
variety studied. Of the many strains exist- 
ing in our commercial varieties only a very 
few are of real commercial value for the

which nearly always accompaties each ma- 
chine. These little booklets give piain di- 
rections which will insure good care and 
the best results if obeyed. But it too often 
happens that the purchaser of the machine 
conceives the notion that he knows more 
about how it should be operated than the 
maker. In many dairies the book of instruc 
tions is glanced at and thrown away, or 
dropped on a shelf and forgotten. Sooner 
or later trouble is bound to develop with the 
machine, and a hurried and vain hunt is 
made for the book. The separator, how- 
ever, continues to run, “muddling through” 
somehow. 

We have entered the “machine age” of 
agriculture. The farmer of today; to get 
anywhere, must learn to be considerable of 
a machinist, and there is no mechanical ap- 
pliance on the up-to-date farm that requires 
closer attention, and greater care, nor one 
where neglect and unsanitary methods will 
be attended with more disastrous results, 
than the cream.separator. 

In most cream separators the skimming 
of the milk from the cfeam is done in a 
bowl by the means of ntrifugal force. 
When the milk enters the swiftly. turning 
bowl, the whirling or centrifugal force act- 
ing on those parts of the fresh milk which 
have the greatest weight throws them to the 
outside of the bowl, while the lighter por- 
tion of the liquid—the globules of butter fat 
—are forced by the motion of the bow! to- 
wards the center. In other words the heav- 
ier skim milk is separated from the cream. 
Openings on the outer edge of the bow! carry 
off the skim milk and an opening near the 
center of the bowl carries off the cream. 


THREE SEPARATOR AXIOMS. 
If the operator wishes to secure the maxi- 


mum of efficiency from the operation of his 
machine he must aim at three things: 

First, a perfectly true motion of the bowl. 

Second, a sufficient speed. 

Third, constant uniformity of speed. 

To secure a perfectly true motion of the 
bowl, it must be set perfectly level, and this

Uniform speed is, however, the point on 
which most machine operators fall down. 
This can be obtained only by giving the 
crank a certain speed and maintaining ar 
equal pressure om the crank at all points 
of the circuit, where it is operated by hand.

cleansed after each and every operation. A 
disheloth such as is used in ordinary kitchen 
operations should never be used on dairy 
utensils. Yet the bowl of the separator is 
often wiped with a towel that has done 
duty on all the china and glassware, and 
even the pots and pans. A dishcloth or any 
kind of a cloth has no place in a dairy. The 
bowl should not be wiped: it should be 
serubbed vigorously with a brush, using a 
liberal supply of washing powder, rinsed off 
with warm water, and finally scalded with 
steaming hot water and set to dry, without 
wiping, preferably where the sunshine can 
fall on it through a window. The final use 
of the hot water will develop so much heat 
that it will dry very quickly. 

Even the outside, the frame of the ma- 
chine, should not be neglected. It is impos- 
sible to produce pure sanitary cream or milk 
from a separator which is so covered with 
oil drippings and dried milk, that the orig- 
inal color of the paint covering the metal 
can not be distinguished. This matter dries, 
flakes off in the form of dry invisible dust 
and eventually is drawn by suction into the 
bow! of the machine, as 


‘GRINDING THE FEED.

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SNe A “TRACTOR FOR THE 
ORCHARD OR FARMING TRACT. 


HE largest number of inquiries on any 
one subject now coming to the Divi- 
sion of Agricultural Engineering of 
the College of Agriculture, pertain to trac- 
tors and refer to selection in particular. 
This, perhaps, indicates that the selection of 
4& tractor is not only a problem with a large 
number of ranchers, but also a very perplex- 
ing one; Three or four years ago the ma- 
jority of inquiries were concerning the rela- 
thve economy of horse and tractor power, 
bat now this question is not so prominent 
and the outstanding question is—what kind 
ofa tractor to buy. It is evident that an at- 
tempt to answer his question has not always 


‘ satisfied, although a conscientious effort is 


made to be of service. When the conditions 
are known under which the tractor must 
work, it is easier to offer definite sugges- 
tions. 


It is easy to conclude after coming in 
contact with an occasipnal example of bad 
faith on the part of dealer or manufac- 
turer toward the tractor purchaser, that 
the selection of the dealer is almost as im- 


as the selection of the tractor itself.

Tue sale of a tractor should carry with it 
a guarantee and assurance based upon the 
responsibuity of the house making the sale, 
that the tractor sold is adapted to the work 
for which it ie purchased, and that the 
seller intends to help make the tractor a 
gocd invéstment.* The view held by a few 
dealers that their responsibility ceases as 
soon as the order is closed is not good mod- 
ern merchandising. If the taking of a com- 
mission is to represent a “square deal,” the 
seller is under an obligation to furnish the 
necessary repairs as long as the tractor 
may be used, 

lt is fully realized that most successful 
machines had a small beginning and good 
tractors manufactured in a small way 
should not be discriminated against, but =. 
by-aight concerns with undeveloped ma- 
chines should be carefully avoided.

chaser. Service is usually referred to as 
the assistance given the tractor owner in 
the care; repair and adjustment of the trac 
tor after it has been put to work. It is un- 


desirable from the purchaser’s standpoint 
to have too much of such service rendered 
promiscuously without charge because the 
operator will call upon the dealer for more 
service than is necessary, and inasmuch as 
the cost of the service must in this case be 
added to the purchase price it makes the 
first cost of the tractor too high. It would 
seem that only enough free service should 
be rendered to guarantee good faith and 
confidence upon the part of the seller and 
all other assistance not charged to a faulty 
It would 
seem that the best service arranges for pro- 
viding quickly the tracior’s future needs in 
the way of mechanical skill and repair 
parts rather than to furnish an unlimited 
amount of gratuitous service. In 

a tractor, it would be wéll to determine ac- 
curately the dealer’s service policy. 

A tractor that is too large does not give 
geod economy either in investment or fuel 
economy. For most operations, in orchard 
cultivation, a large vnit is of little use be- 
cause it is not needed for the implements 
to be us On the other hand, too small a 
tractor does not economize in the use of 
labor, one of the principal items in the cost

any desirable and reasonable speed has a 
still further advantage. It is only by driv- 
ing a number of tractors in the orchard that 
the importance of control can be fully ap- 
prehended, It perhaps will be well to men- 
tion that convenience and safety should be 

mentioned in this connection. Recently a 
rancher complained that it often required 
an hour or so each day to start his tractor. 
It is possible that the Owner was much at 
fault, but it is obvious that a good tractor 
must provide facilities for sure and easy 
starting. 

, There are three crtachped factors involved 
in the ultimate success of the tractor, i. e., 
the tractor, the work and the operator. Of 
these, no doubt the latter plays the most 
impertant role. To have success with a 
tractor, the operator must understand and 
feel for the machine—he must have faith in 
it and like to work with it. A man not in 
sympathy with the tractor is not apt to 
succeed with it. 


To care for a tractor, an opeiator must 
be eble to inspect the tractor and detect 
trouble as it arises and before it becomes 
serious. Most of the troubles with tractors 
thet are serious in character appear gradu- 
ally. Furthermore, certain parts of a trac- 
tor are subject to wear and the capable ef- 
ficient operator as distinguished from the 
ore that is not, is the one with the neces- 
sary skill to make the adjustments needed, 
to compensate for wear. The principa) item 
im care of the tractor is lubrication. It is 
claimed by those making a stufly of the mat- 
ter that nearly 90 per cent. of the repair 
bills on tractors: can be traced to faulty and 
inadequate lubrication. This may not have 
a direct bearing upon selection other than 
to point out that the lubrication system 
should be carefully studied in making a 
eelection. 


Finally, no tractor can do its best work 
untess used with suitable implementa These 
f#hould be of such a size as to give the trac- 
tor a good load, not too heavy or too light— 
not too heavy because overloading is the 
father of much traetor trouble, and not too 
light because of the poor economy. Like 
the tractor, these tools must be easily man- 
aged.

In the 
Southwest summer, however, this is consid- 
erable. The moral to the following table of 
shrinkage is: protect your vegetables from 
the sun and sprinkle occasionally, thus low- 
ering the shrinkage. 

These shrihkages are for twenty-five 
pound lots in average temperatures of 80 
deg. for the first four days: 

Greens, 20 per cent.; 
cent.; peppers, 15 per cent.; tomatoes, 19 
‘per cent.; cucumbers, 10 per cent.: eggplant, 
10 per cent.; cabbage, 7 per cent.; summer 
squash, 5 per cent.; sweet potatoes, 5 per 
vent.; Irish potatoes, 2 per cént.; Hubbard 
pumpkins, 3 per cent.;

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WAS SACRAMENT O'S 
SHOW A SUCCESS? 


{From the Sacramente News of May 11, 1919.) 
The tractor demonstration, which will 
come to a close today, was not the success 
that it should have been. It did not bring 
‘he visitors here that if was expected to; 
there was no jocal interest arousea because 
of lack of proper management; arrange 
ments at the field were so inadequate that 
but few. of those who visited the demonstra- 
tion came away with a word of praise for 
it. It was dusty and dirty at the field and 
loval dealers who were induced to display 
merchandise at the field were badly stung. 

Several weeks ago a representative of 
the Sunday News went to Mr. Robert M. 
O'Neil, manager of the tractor meet, and 
asked for information concerning the meet, 
with the purpose in mind of helping to 
arouse local interest in the demostration. 

Mr. O’Neil said that he did not care for 
any publicity, that he did not want to 
arouse interest in Sacramentans in ‘the 
tractor demonstration. Right then the Sun- 
day News put Mr. O’Nei] down as a failure, 
and the poor success of the tractor demon- 
stration, has strengthened the first impres- 
sion of this paper as to Mr. O’Neil’s in- 
ability. When one starts to consider that 
nearly every business man in Sacramento, 
and many who're not busiess men, own 
land in Sacramento and adjoining counties, 
end are prospective tractor purchasers, no 
further proof is needed that Mr. O'Neil did 
not have a proper conception of the field in 
wich he was operating. Mr. O’Neil appar 
ently did got know that Sacramento is the 
home of such farmers as Fred \V. Kiesel, 
vice-president of the California National 
Bank; J. M. Henderson, president of the 
Sacramento Bank; George Maddock, man- 
ager of the Sutter Basin Company; O. A. 
Robertson of the United States Farm Land 
Company, Moreing Brothers, who farm 25,- 
0%) aeres of land in the Natomas district; 
Meister Brothers, large and successful farm- 
ers; Henry Glide, president of the West Sac- 
ramento Land Company; the management, 
of the Netherlands Company, and dozens of 
othsrs who own and farm large tracts of 
land and who are prospective purchasers— 
net for a tractor, but for dozens of trac- 
to's, 

Mr. O'Neil could have had the co-opera- 
tion of all the civic organizations of Sacra- 
mento and the people generally, if he had 
been broad minded enough to work in con- 
function with the civic organizations. He 
failed, however, to do this, with the result 
that when the tractor demonstration opened, 
nobody in Sacramento*knew much about it 
and nobody was interested. We do not 
know whether or not Mr. O'Neil said to 
anyone else as he did to a representative of 
this paper he did not care to arouse any in- 
terest in the demonstration among the 
people of Sacramento, but the fact remains 
that no general public interest was aroused 
in it, so probably Mr. O'Neil is well satisfied. 
_ The Tractor Association, under whose 
anepices the show was conducted, is in no 
wise to blame for the criticism directed 
against the demonstration. The association 
was unfortunate in selecting a manager. 
No doubt the directors of the association 
saw their mistake after it was too late. An- 
other year they may be more fortunate. The | 
association went to great expense to give 
the demonstration and it is really a shame 
that what might have been a big success 
was in many respects a disappointment be- 
cause the man directing it did not have the 
mental capacity for the job.

PROTECTS HIS TREES. 

Joe Knapp, one of the citrus growers of 
the La Habra district, has solved for him- 
self the problem of using disc cultivators — 
with automotive power in his lemon of 
chard without injuring the trees. He had 
a blacksmith fashion sheets of galvanized 
iron seven feet long and two and one-half 
feet wide to fit over the discs of his harrow 
and is enabled to cultivate almost up to the 
tree trunks, the metal shields allowing the 
low-hanging limbs to slip over the imple- 
ment unscathed. 


CANADIAN FARM LABOR, 

The average wage rateg paid to farm la 
bor in Canada in 1918 were the highes* ~ 4 
record. During the summer the average \ 
rate a month, Including board, was $70 for 
men, a gain of $6 in one year; and $38 for 
women, a gain of $4. For the whole year 
1918 the average wage rate. including board, 
was $617 for men and $416 for women, a 
gain of $6 and $62, respectively, over 1917. 
The average value of board per month in 
1918 was $21 for men and $17 for women, 
against $19 and $15 in 1917.
